The Tragedy Began by the Killing of 
Lawyer Westenhover Who Was 
Suing the Zeltner Brothers 
for Attorney Fee.

TOLEDO, O., March 2©.—As a result of a 
series of tragedies in Wood County, ad- 
joining this one, to-day G. H. Westenhaver 
& prominent attorney of North Baltimore, 
Clarence Wittenmeyer and Andrew Kosch- 
ner, farmers, are dead and several others 
are badly tajured.

A trial was in progress in the village 
of Hoytsville, about twenty miles from 
Bowling Green, the county seat, and about 
thirty-three miles from Toledo. =. "ae 
Westenhave,, who was formerly City So- 
licitor of Bowling Green, had at one time 
been an attorney for the Zeltners in a case 
against a building, contractor. The case 
was settled vefore coming to trial and the 
Zeltners refused to pay the attorney's fees. 
Westenhaver brought suit to recover, and 
the suit was being heard before Justice 
Brown, One witness, Edward Bloom, was 
examined, upon which court adjourned un- 
til afternoon. As soon as court adjourned 
Paul Zeltner crossed the room and. de- 
manded certain papers of the attorney. 
Westenhaver refused to give them up, de- 
claring them to be very important in the 
case.

“’To-day'’s fighting furnished a specimen of 
the difficulties with which the Americans 
have to contend. The Filipinos never, ex- 
cept at Malabon, permitted their opponents 
to get within several hundred yards of 
them. They would fire a few volleys from 
cover and then scuttle back to another cov- 
er, repeating these tactics for miles, Many 
of the trenches had gullies and connecting 
paths through the cane and brush, en- 
abling them to retreat unseen. 

The problem the Americans have to face 
is to drive or lure the insurgents to fight 
in force. The trenches seem thickly manned, 
except in the vicinity of Malabon. 

The Americans, fighting a hidden foe, suf- 
fered greater loss in proportion than did the 
enemy. The loss of the Filipinos had for- 
merrily been estimated from the number of 
bodies found scattered in the swamp and 
through the bush. A larger percentage of 
the enemy's wounded died than of the 


Americans, many of them pé@rishing from 
megiect, the Americans naturally aitending 
their own ‘men first.

Far to the left about 
Caloocan was the brigade of Harrison 
Gray Ot's and of Wheaton, the latter hav- 
ing been drawn from Lawton’s forces on 
the south in order to strengthen Mc- 
Arthur’s command for this operation. 

Between the two was the brigade of 
Hall, heid as a sort of reserve, to demon- 
strate but not to attack. Hale's brigade, 
as shown. on the military map, was made 
up of the Third Nebraska, First South 
Dakota, First Wyoming, First Colorado 
and Battery B of the Utah Artillery. Har- 
rison Gray Otis’ command on the left was 
made up of the Twentieth Kansas, First 
Montana, Tenth Pennsylvania, a bata!lion 
of the Twenty-third Infantry and Battery 
A of the Utah Artillery.

BURNING OFA CHURCH 


= 


ST. LOUIS REDEMPTORIST FATH- 
ERS MEET ILL-FORTUNE. 


Revs. Braun and Hild, Formerly of *t. 
Alphonsus, Send Word of the 
Destruction of Their 
Church Building. 


Til fortune has overtaken Redemptorist 
Fathers Braun and Hild, formerly of 8t. 
Alphonsus Rock Church, this city. The 
Sacred Heart Church of the Redemptorist 
Order at Seattle, Wash., of which they were 
in charge, was burned last Sunday morn- 
ing 
Details received from — P, 


Braun, C. 8. S. R., show the fire to have 
been of incendiary origin. 

The flames were first noticed breaking 
through the roof, at the rear end of the 
bulld.ng at about 3 o'clock in the morning. 
It started in the chancel and consumed the 
three imposing altars and swept through 
until it reached the belfry about 4:30 o'clock, 
when the two large bells, weighing nearly 
two tons, were loosened from their sup- 
port and fell to the bottom with a crash. 

The tower was the last part of the buiid- 
ing to catch fire. In a short time it tot- 
tered and inclined slowly to the south. 
Then it plunged, a mase of brick and char- 
red timbers, into the street, and the fire 
virtually was at an end. 

While the embers were still glowing the 
Redemptionist Fathers employed workmen 
to clear up the debris, and by noon the 
streets and grounds about the ruined 
church were wholly cleared of church tim- 
ders, and the sightiess windows were 
boarded up to secure the ruins against the 
intrusion of sneak thieves and relic hunt- 
ers. 

Fathers Braun and Hild, as well as Very 
Rev. D. ‘Mullane, provineal of the order in 
the western province, who is now in Seat- 
tle on official business, more than sus- 
poss incendiarism. The parishioners say 50 
oldly and Chief Kellogg of the fire depart- 
ment agrees with the Totter. The first ar- 
rivais on the scene after the flames were 
discovered, agree In stating that one of the 
rear windows of the church was found 
broken as though for the entrance and exit 
of the Incendiary and the fire started ina 
most unlikely locality to have been the re- 
sult of accident. There had been no fire in 
the furnace in the basement for more than 
12 hours, and no lights were burning or had 
been lit for several days. 

The firemen think the fire was deliberately 
kindled in the chance! and that the con- 
flagaration was the culmination of a ser‘es 
of four attempts which heave been made 
within the last two years to burn the 


bullding.

A request 
has come indirectly through Gen. Gomez, 
who told Inspector-General Roloff to pro-

am confident the entire assembly would 
vote to give them up, as well as any other 
documents in the!r possession which would 
facilitate the payment of the troops."’

MISSOURI AND THE TRUSTS. 

In a statement published elsewhere in to-day'’s Sunday Post. 
Dispatch Attorney General Crow gives a clear and interesting 
review of the legal status of the anti-trust fight in this State. 
He shows that since 1889 the Missouri Legislatures have made 
several attempts to prevent the creation or the operacion of 
combinations in restraint of competition in the State. 


There is a law declaring all trust agreements conspiracies to 
defraud, and providing for the punishment of persons or cor- 
porations guilty of entering into such conspiracies. Corpora- 
tions convicted of conspiracy against competition may have 
their charters fcrfeited. 

There is a law holding corporations organized anywhere and 
transacting business in Missouri amenable to the state’s anti- 
trust laws. 

There is a law declaring contracts to sell only trust com- 
modities void and making the parties to such contrac‘s guilty 
of a criminal offense. 

There is a law making it a felony to deal in the State in 
commodities of corporations whose charters have been for- 
feited under the anti-trust laws. 

There is a law relieving purchasers of trust commodities 
from liability for payment. 

There is a law requiring managers of firms aud corporations 
to make affidavit that they have not entered into a trust or 
combination. 

Exemption from the anti-trust laws is granted by special 
enactment to the associations of fire underwriters in St. Louis 
and Kansas City, but the Attorney General is proceeding 
against these associations on the ground that the special ex- 
emption act is unconstitutional. 

Attorney-General Crow agrees with the opinion of United 
Btates Attorney-General Griggs that the ‘States must deal 
~—with all trusts, “except those engaged in interstate com- 
merce.”’ 

Mr. Crow has struck the nub of the objection to the opinion 
of Attorney-General Griggs, who relegated all anti-trust pro- 
ceedings to the States on the theory that the trust combina- 
tions, except those engaged in transportation, relate te the 
manufacture of commodities within States and hence oo nut 
i come within the purview of the Federal laws. 

But the trust combinations relate not only to the manufac- 
ture but the sale of commodities in all the States. 
prohibited from interfering with interstate commerce, ini if 
the Federal] authorities take no steps to prevent conspiracies, 
shutting out competition and regulating prices ip trade be- 
tween States the trusts will have an open field for operation.

The trusts cannot be crushed without the co-operation cf 
both Federal and State authorities. Experience has shown 
the weaknesses of the laws now in the statute books. They 
have failed to check monopoly combinations. They must be 
perfected. 


Attorney-General Crow says that Missouri needs additional 
legisiation. He has three suits now pending in the courts 
which may be won ur !er the present faws, but for a successful 
general fight on the trusts operating in Missouri, the passage 
of several pending bills are necessary. 

One bill is drawn in conformity with the Federal anti-trust 
law and provides a speedy process for reaching the trusts by 
injunction. 

Another minor bill is to prevent the division of the State 
between trust agents and requires vendors of trust products 
to sell to any purchaser. 


The most important bill drawn up by the Attorney Gencral 
is a measure to facilitate the taking of testimony in anti- 
trust cases. At present the State prosecutor may be put to 
Great expense and trouble to secure evidence in distant cities, 
but under the proposed law the failure of jrust agents or 
employes to appear at designated places in Missouri when 
summoned as witnesses may leave the defendant trust in 
default. 


Why does not the Missouri Legislature strengthen the hands 
of the Attorney General by a prompt passage of these bills? 
It should hasten to put these and every other weapon against 
monopoly that is needful into his grasp. 


The trusts are operating in the State to the heavy oppres- 
sion of the people. They are closing factories and suppressing 
competition in many lines of manufacture and trade. While 
the trust promoters are busily at work the State legislators 
are wrangling over petty factional disputes and are wasting 
their time and the people's money. 


Missouri claims leadership in the people’s battle against 
plutocracy. The overshadowing issue in that battle now is 
the growth of giant monopolies which defy the laws and 
threaten to control the government. Let Missouri lead in this 
great battle. Let her strike down manopoly within her bor- 
ders.

INSURANCE BILL WILL PASS. 


FARRIS MEASURE BRINGS ST. 
LOUIS UNDER ITS PROVISIONS. 


Eight Hours Made a Legal Workday in 
All Mines of the State Over 
Two Hundred Feet in 
Depth. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFF BRSON CITY, March 25.—The Dem- 
ocrats of the Legislature evidently believe 
that the subject of the regulation of trusts 
will be one of the main fights of the next 
campaign and they want to be on record as 
placing on the statutes of the State laws 
which cover all kinds of trusts in all parts 
of the State. To that end they will pass 
the Farris bill, which places all imsurance 
companies doing business in the State un- 
der the provisions of the State anti-trust 
law. 

Under the present law the fire insurance 
companies doing business in St. Louis and 
Kansas City are exempt from the provis- 
ions of the anti-trust law, and the Board 
of Underwriters for tnose cities are al- 
lowed to fix the rates charged for insur- 
ance. The Farris bill brings St. Louls and 
Kansas City under the prov.sions of the 
law and makes it apply to ail parts of the 
State and all classes of business. Tne 
Democrats will not caucus on the bill, but 
by a kind of general consent they will 
support it. They will be in a position to 
say in the next campaign that they passed 
laws covering all kinds of cases and classes 
of trust without exception, and that these 
are allowed to flour.sh in Republican States 
and that the legal authority of the Gov- 
ernment will not invoke the Federal stat- 
utes to control them as they shouid do. 

A leading Democrat stated to-day that 


United States that the Federal statutes 
were inoperative to suppress trusts, is an 
evidence of the weakness of the Repuvb- 
lican Administration and shows that the 
trusts control the Republican party in its 
management of affa.rs. The Farris bill 
is to be reported favorably by the Com- 
mittee on Judiciary Monday night and it 
will be promptly advanced on the calendar 
and passed. 


The farmers had charge of the_legisla- 
tion of the House to-day with barely a 
quorum present. They were in session all 
day. They spent most of the day on the 
Town Mutual fire insurance b.ll and after 
it had been amended and engrossed they 
engrossed a bill by Bradley making eight 
hours a day’s work in mines. The Dill 
was amended to apply only to mines which 
are over 2” feet in deptnh. 

The House took up a bill by Prather of 
Taney, which makes it a misdemeanor for 
any baggageman, truckman or other em- 
ploye of any railroad in this State to de- 
stroy any baggage, freight or express mat- 
ter or injure the same by their lack of 
care in handling. The penalty is a fine 
not less than $25. A motion to indefinitely 
postpone the bill was deteated by a close 
vote and the author had it laid over in- 
formally.

“I should recommend small savers to pat- 
ronize a savings bank; such of them as 
look for greater returne should watch the 
markets closely, and also the industria 
cuncerns which have stock. here wi 
come a time perhaps when stocks are very 
low. Then let them pick out an industry 
with good, honest, capable men at the head 


.of it, and with a good prospect of recover- 


ing from its depression, and buy Into It. 
“I do not recommend this course to every- 


-' body, because a great many are likely to 
. deceive themselves and buy into the wrong 


concerns and lose thelr money.”

Mr. Muhimann, who is cashier of the 
United States eub-Treasury and a 
director of the Franklin Society for 
Home Building and Savings, said: 

“There are three ways in which small 
6avers may put away thelr money. They 


may buy Government bonds, deposit in a 
savings bank or go into building societies 
as investors or builders. 

“The bonds are the best security, but they 
give returns of perhaps only 2% or 3 r 
cent. Savings banks are good security, but 
they pay about 3% per cent. Building so- 
cities are, as a rule, fair security, and they 
pay a much higher interest. The society 
which I help to direct has paid as high as 
S per cent, and never lese than 6. 

‘It seems to me that build societies 
are the ideal investment. They differ great- 
ly. Some have a more or less oppressive 
system of charges and fines, which operate 
severely against the members who default 
in payment. Others have few or none of 
these. I should recommend the savers to 
examine the systems and records of the 
societies they think of investing in. They 
should also make inquiries concerning the 
men at the head of them, and should then 
choose the society which averages best in 
the matter of records, rules and direction 
and place their money in it.’

At the outbreak of the war he¢ enlisted 
with the Union forces and ved qwith 
distinction. His army service and his per- 
sonal popularity combined to secure for 
him the honor of being the first |Governor 
of Missourn following the war. | 
He was inaugurated in 1865 and served 
until 1869, covering that eventful) period of 
reconstruction, Intense animosities existed 
and at times Gov.

ENERGETIC MASS MEETING. 


Resolutions Adopted and a Committee 
Appointed to Visit Jefferson City 
to Procure Defeat of Measure. 


A mass meeting of the members of. the 
Bt. Loula bar was held yesterday after- 
noon in court room No. 4 to prepare a 
protest against the bill pending in the 
General Assembly, giving the judges of 
the St. Louls Court of Appeals authority 
to remove the quarters of that court from 
the Courthouse to any other building they 
may choose, About 100 lawyers were pres- 
ent. 

The meeting wae called to order by Judge 
W. C. Jones. Judge George D. Reynolds 
Was elected chairman and Joseph Lewis, 
Secretary. 


After Chairman Reynolds hed stated the 
object of the me« ting, James CC, Jones read 
the objectionabie bili. It is known as Sen- 
ate Biil No. ww, and was introduced by Sen- 
a@tor Drabelle. It passed the Senate March 
8 and is now pending in the House. It 
provides ghat the quarters of the Court of 
Appeals may be removed from the Court- 
house when a majority of the judges shali 
fit to do but restricts their loca- 

to a building where access may be 
to a good iaw library. 

After Mr. Jones read the bill, he entered 
into a lengthy argument against it. He de- 
clared that it was plainly the intention of 
@ majority of the judges to remove the 
court from the Courthouse and that the 
fact that the b.ll had been introduced pro- 
viding for its removal! was e6ufficient evi- 
@Gence of that intention. . 

He argued that the present location Is 
Most convenient and sensibie for lawyers, 
@s seven divisions of the Circuit Court and 
the Court of Appeals are under the same 
goof. An attorney may transact business 
in any of tsese courts during one visit to 
the Courthouse, he said, and records may 
be transferred from the lower to the Ap- 

llate Court without any extra expense, 

r. Jones believes fhe Court of Appeals 
room was the finest of its kind In the State 
and the apartments of the Judges were 
equal to those provided for the Judges of 
the Supreme Court. 

He claimed that, !f the court should be 
removed from the Courthouse, Judges and 
lawyers would be deprived of the use of 
the St. Louis bar AsBSsUCcTAaALION ijhivt ars, 
which is the second of tts kind in the 
Tinited States. He declared that every other 
library in St. Louis was greatly inferior 
it. 

He closed his remarks with the declara- 
tion that only the Union Trust Building 
was inthe purview the removal bill, 
ns it was the only building in the city thav- 
ing a law library of any importance. He 
gaid, he believed the bill had intro- 
duced for the benefit of the Trust 
Company. 

A committee consisting of J. C. Jones,

HELO FOR THE GRAND JURY. 


Nuttall Bound Over by Judge Clark 
and the Legality of the Major 
Committee Sustained. 


Judge Clark of the Court of Criminal 
Correction has ruJed that the Major Com- 
miwttee is a legally constituted body, 
vested with the power to administer an 


oath to witnesses. In holding Harry A. 
Nuttall, the little grafter, for the grand 
jury yesterday afternoon, Judge Clark 
said Nuttall had been duly sworn on both 
occasions when he testified before: the 
Major Committee and that in making state- 
ments against Boiler Inspector Price and 
H. H. Philper under oath, which he was 
unable to substantiate by witnesses in 
court, he was guilty of perjury. Extracts 
from Judge Clark's opinion follow: 

It ds within the province of either house to pro- 
vide a committee to inform it concerning matters 
over which it bas control. As long as that pur- 
pose is kept in view it matters not what additional 
features may be engrafted upon the committee. 

The other matters are questions of policy rather 
than questions of legislative power. 

It is my judgmei.t that the so-called Lexow Com- 
mittee was a legally constituted body, that it had 
i wosel right to take testimony and administer 
oatnr, 

There is no doubt that the original resolution 
constituting the committee was beyond the pur- 
view of either house. In the original resolution 
there was no reference to the purpose of the com- 
mittee being to make inquiry with a view to mak- 
ing recommendations of legislation. 

That resolution was discovered to be defective. 
It was redrawn and in the second one was in- 
corporated a feature that the purpose of the com- 
mittee was to make inquiries with a view to in- 
forming the Legislature if evils existed in the St. 
Louls city and State offices at St. Louls and sug- 
gesting remedies. 

Nuttall had no witnesses. Attorney Brad- 
shaw, for the defendant, argued against 
the authority of the committee to admin- 
ister an oath. Attorney Chester H. Krum, 
special counsel for the prosec’’’'on, who 
formerly gave publicity to a s’ ir opin- 
ion, argued against it fore t) ourt.

He held that the agreement of the de- 
fendant to pay the plaintiff $50,000 a year 
in the event that it should not manufactufe 
a certain quantity of certain varieties $f 
cigarettes Was a penalty and not liquidatdd 
udamages, and that, hence, only nominal] 
damages could be recovered on it unle$s 
actuai damages gehould be shown. 

When the Liggett & Myers Tobaeco -C 
decided to manufacture cigarettes, it ma 0 
a contract with the Bonsack Machine Ch. 
for certain machinery to be used in tiie 
process of manufacture. The contract in- 
cluded two classes of machines to be used 
in making “pasted’’ anid! “erimped” cigars. 
ettes., hey were leased at a Stipuiaced 
annual rental. A clause of the contra¢t 
provided that eo many cigarettes should 
be manufactured every year and that in 
case the Liggett & Myers company should 
fail to compi; with this provision, it should 
pay the machine company $50.00 a year 
during its delinquency 

The Liggett & Meyers Company so 
found the manufacture of cigarettes u 
profitable and made overtures to the 
company for the return of 
“crimping” machines. A satisfactoty 
agreement for the return of the machin 
was made. The Lizgett 
pany did not attempt toe 
many cigarettes as its contract with t 
machine company cal'ed for.

SUNDAY PAPERS 
FUR LONDONCHS, 


Two Publishers Will Try the 
New Venture. 


DATES NOT MADE PUBLIC. 


EDITOR HARMSWORTH WILL TRY 
THE AMERICAN PLAN. 


He Will Issue a Paper Something Like 
the Sunday Post-Dispatch Maga- 
zine, Except That Ilustra- 
tions Will Be Fewer.

LONDON, March 2%.—Alfred Harmsworth 
lost no time in replying to Sir Edward Law- 
son's attempt to anticipate him in starting 
a Sunday paper, the first of any conse- 
quence in London. Mr. Harmsworth ad- 
vertises that on the same day the new Sun- 
day Telegraph is published*he will issue 
for two cents two distinct Sunday papers, 
which must, however, be purchased to- 
gether. 

One of these will be a Sunday edition of 
the Daily Mail, containing all of Satur- 
day’s news, while the other will be some- 
thing like the St. Louls Post-Dispatch’s 
Sunday Magazine, but with fewer illustra- 
tions. Mr. Harmsworth now has the big- 
gest printing establishment in England and 
he announces that his daily and Sunday 
editions, unlike those of the Telegraph, will 
be produced by two entirely distinct staffs. 

Bovh proprietors are keeping the date of 


the first publication secret, but it is be- 
lieved that the new papers will appear 
haster Sunday. Mr. Harmsworth’s prep- 
arationg to issue his Sunday paper were far 
advanced when he was surprised by Law- 
son's announcement. It is felt in press cir- 
cles here that this is London's first step in 
the direction of Sunday newspapers on the 
American pattern, and that all the other 
London dailies will s00n be compelled to 
follow suit. 

So awful does the “peril’’ seem to be to 
some Sabbatarians that Capt. Pirle, M. P., 
asked Mr. Balfour in the House of Com- 
mons whether the governmenteproposed to 
interfere to prevent the great increase of 
Sunday labor among all those connected 
with the publication and distribution of the 
Sunday papers. Mr. Balfour replied the 
Sunday papers are not am entire innova- 
tion even in London. 

Sir Wilfred Lawson (not a relative of the 
proprietor of the Daily Telegraph) appro- 
priately inquired whether, if the suppres- 
Sion of Sunday labor is desirabie, it would 
not be more essential to stop the publica- 
tion of the Monday rather than the Sunday 
papers, 

Capt. Pirie was unconvinced, and he told 
the Post-Dispatch correspondent afterward 
that he will introduce a bill into Parlia- 
ment after Easter to make the production 
of Sunday papers illegal where they entail 

ven days labor on any person concerned, 
It is needless to say that this will never 
get beyond the intr@eductory stage.

BUDAPEST, March 2%.—Mark , Twain 
was the principal guest at the grand ban- 
quet here in celebration of the jubilee of 
the emancipation of the Hungarian press, 
and, in proposing the toast of the evening 
his humorous sallies were keenly appre- 
clated. The Hungarian Liberal Ministry 


‘and many Liberal members of Parliament 


were present and the occasion altogether 
was a briliant one. 

Twain's chaff about the Ausgleich was 
especially effective, and his manipulation 
of the German tongue provoked roars of 
laughter. He said: ““Now that we are all 
here together I think it will be a good idea 
to arrange the Ausgleich. If you will act 
for Hungary I shall be quite willing to 
act for Austria, and this is the very time 
for it. There couldn't be a better time, for 
we are all feeling friendly, fair-minded and 
hospitable now, and full of admiration for 
each other, full of confidence in each other, 
full of the spirit of welcome, full of the 
grace of forgiveness and the disposition to 
let bygones be bygones. 

“Let us not waste this golden, this benefi- 
cent, this providential opportunity. I am 
willing to make any concession you want, 
just so we get it settled. I am not only 
willing to let grain come in free, I am will- 
ing to pay the freight on it and you may 
send delegates to the Reichsrath if you 
like. All I require is that they shall be 
quiet, peaceable eople like your own 
deputies, and not disturb our proceedings. 

“If you want the Gegenseitigengeidveit- 
ragendenverhaltnismassigkeiten rearranged 
and readjusted I am ready for that. 

“I will let you off at 28 per cent—27, even 
25, if you insist, for there is nothing {)lib- 
eral about me when I'm out ona diplomatic 
debaucih,. 

“‘Now, In return for these concessions I 
am willing to take anything ‘n reason, and 
I think we maw consider the business set- 
tled and the Ausgielch Ausgegloschen at 
last for ten svlid years, and we will sign 
the papers in blank, and do it here and 
now. 

‘Well, I am unspeakbly glad to have that 
Ausgieich off my. hands. It has kept me 
awake nichts for anderthaaeb jahr. 

“But I never could settle it before, be- 
cause always when I called at the foreign 
office in Vienna to talk about it there was 
not anybody at home and that ‘s not a place 
where you can go in and see for yourself 
whether it is a mistake or not, because the 
person who takes care of the front door 
there is of a size that discourages liberty 
of action and the free spirit of investiga- 
tion. To think the Ausgle ch is abgematclit 
at last it is a grand and beautiful consum- 
mation and I em glad I came. 

‘The way I feel now I do honestly be- 
lieve I would rather be just my own hAum- 
ble self at this moment than paragraph 
14.”’ 

Paragraph 14 of the Avsgleich fixes the 
proportion each country must pay to the 
support of the army. It is the paragraph 
which caused the trouble and prevented its 
renewal. 


CURZON IS IN DEEP WATER 


New Indian Viceroy’s Impetuosity Is 
Alarming His Friends and Dis- 
turbing Home Government.

LONDON, March 25.—Since Lord Curzon 
took up the Vice Royalty in India affairs 
have begun to hum, but not precisely in 
the manner judicious friends desire. 

His hasty affront to France over the 
Muscat affair, for which an apology had 
to be offered, was bad enough, but now 
his still less considerate conduct in sud- 
denly giving the protectionist majority of 
the Indian Legislative Council their head 
ts likely to Have more alarming conse- 
quences. 

Then, he 1s talking incessantly and at- 
tempting to give decisive opinions off hand 
on problems of Indian government which 
nopelneny puzzled his ablest and most ex- 
perienced predecessors. Curzon, in fact, 
is a young man in a hurry. Lord Lytton 
bewan in the same way and provoked the 
Afghan war, but after a while found an 
outiet for his saree in patronage of the 
circus and other lberal arts, which, un- 
fortunately, have no attraction for Cur- 
zon. 

If there was a strong Indian Secretary 
at home to curb Curzon’s impetuosity the 
outlook would be less diatur bine, but in 
Lord Gerge Hamilton he has to deal with 
the weakest and least competent man in 
the Ministry, and for whom Curzon is 
known to have expressed profound con- 
tempt. 

On Tueeday there will be an important 
debate on Curzon’s protectionist policy, 
which is contested from the government 
side of the House of Commons.

Parceled Out All Africa. 


ONLY FOUR FREE STATES LEFT. 


IT IS EASILY DONE ON PAPER, 
BUT THERE IS A BUT. 


Ir One of the Regions Given France 3,- 
000,000 Natives Do Not Like 
the Arrangement and May 
Cause Much Bother. 


LONDON, March %.—A red-letter page 
in the history of Africa was turned this 
week when Great Britain and France came 
to an agreement in parceling out the last 
portion of Africa still open to “grabbers.” 
The agreement reached disposes of hun- 
dreds of thousands of square miles, leav- 
ing only four recognized independent States 
throughout the continent—Morocco, Abys- 
sinia, Liberia and the Orange Free State. 
The. settlement has given satisfaction in 
Great Britain, where it is considered fair 
for both parties, especial value being in 
finally averting, as far as diplomatic decu- 
ments can, future disputes. Moreover, an 
important feature of the agreement pro- 
viding equality in the commercial treatment 
of the territory between Lake Tohad and 
the ile, is that It does not hamper Great 
Britain in the least, as her free trade sys- 
tem would have secured commercial rights, 
while the French concession of equal rights 
improves the English position In the face 
of French colonjal protection, this is a most 
valuable advantage for Great Britain, whieh 
is fully appreciated here, 

The reception of the agreement by Burope 
is decidedly favorable. The Ruasians do 
not seem to care, the Germans apparent- 
ly hope for compensation elsewhere and 
are not sorry to see France's hands full 
of colonial embarrassments, while in 
France, y yor for colonial faddists and In- 
veterate Anglophobes, the majority are daz- 
zied by the empire secured to them, which

HE WAS A NOTED PROMOTER. 


Statement of Stegner in Bankruptcy 
Court Is That His Assets Are 
Only $390,000.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., March %.—Among 
the 15 voluntary bankrupt who wil) appear 
before Judge Phillips of the United States 
Circuit Court Monday to be discharged is 
Theodore Stegner, the former real estate 
and stock dealer, who says he owes $.,- 
400,000. This is by far the largest amount 
of indebtedness ever filed by any one man 
in the bankruptcy court here. Mr. Steg- 
ner’s assets are placed at $390,000 and in- 
clude mining property and,real estate, all 
héavily encumbered. Mr. Stegner’s credi- 
tors number 486 

Notices were sent out by the clerk to 
all of the creditors named, calling atten- 
tion to the fact that the United Btates 
Court would pass on the Stegner case next 


Monday. Twenty of these notice were re- 
turned uncalled for. They had been sent 
to addresses in Kansas City, New York and 
other places. 

Mr Stegner was at one time a promoter 
for many schemes, involving large sums 
of money. He has been a roving promoter 
and at one time or another has been con- 
nected with a great many mining, town- 
site and banking schemes. He always man- 
@ged to secure investors.

Federal Government Should 
Throttle the Trusts. 


OPINIONS OF GOVERNORS. 


THROUGH THE POST-DISPATCH 
THEY OPPOSE THE COMBINES. 


All Agree That These Monopolies Are 
Against the Interests of the Peo- 
ple and That Their Opera- 
tions Should Be Checked. 


More industrial trusts and monopolistic 
“combines” were formed in 1898 than in the 
entire quarter of a century since the Stand- 
ard Oll Company, parent and pattern of 
American monopoly, first began to destroy 
competition in illuminating oll. 

The total of industrial trust stocks and 
bonds authorized in the first two months of 
this year was $1,106,300,000, as against a 
total of $916,176,000 for the 12 months of 1898. 
The Financial Chronicle estimates that the 
total authorized output of industrial trust 
“securities’’ for 1899 will exceed $6,000,v00,- 
000. This is éxclusive of such tranhsporia 
tion combines as the Coal Trust. 

All of these combinations have as their 
Objects the creation of a monopoly, the 
Simiting or production, the control of prices 
both for raw material and finished prod act, 
the crippling or, if possibile, the destruction 
of competition, and the payment of divi- 
dends on a largely inflated capitalization. 

Age to the influence of tehse trusts upon 
the people there are two opposite vicws 
held respectively by men of all conditions 
and of every shade of political belief, Taere 
are rich men who denounce monopoly, poor 
men who uphold it, There are Democrats 
like Flower and Wihitney who appluud and 
Practice monopoly, Republicars iike Pin- 
gree and Chandler who denounce it, 

It is not denied even by those who favor 
monopoly that monopolies are an evasion 
of the laws. And the history of monopoly— 
one long story of defiances of law, of brib- 
eries of political parties by “campaign con- 
tributions,’ of false swearing on witness 
stands—shows how toilsome, how expensive, 
how degrading have been the efforts of its 
promoters to enforce upon the people its 
“benevolent” intentions of cutting down 
prices, raising wages, preventing the people 
from becoming gluttonous and wasteful by 
over-indulgence in the necessaries of life. 

As the statements of representative Gov- 
ernors and Attorneys-General show, the 
growth of monopoly is engaging the public 
mind as is no other question of the day. 

From Maine and from Texas, from Wash- 
ington and from Georgia, and from States 
between these four corners of the country 
comes the same storm of alarm at the ex- 
traordinary multiplication of monopolies 
and of a nearly unanimous agreement that 
the intervention of both the National and 
the State governments is necessary to the 
protection of the people. 

There is reason to believe that this ‘‘ex- 
pansion” of monopoly will soon overshadow 
in the public mind that other “expansion” 
whereby Willlam the Good of Canton is 
extending his benign sway over sundry dis- 
tant and dusky millions, under the auspices 
of his heavenly twin guides, duty and des- 
tiny. 

For is there not truth Ia the remarks of 
of the London Speaker in its issue of last 
week where it saye, “The trusts control 
American politics,”’ and where it sounds the 
warning of “The dangers into which the 
trusts are likely to force America by in- 
sisting upon an indefinite policy of expan- 
sion’? 

Is there not a startling similarity in the 
voice that shouts for monopoly and the 
voice that shouts for “emp re?’ 

What is the attitude of the Administra- 
tion, of the politicians in control of the 
machinery of the Nationa] Republican 
party? 

There if of course the testimony of 
facts—the unchecked and stupendous 
growth of monopoly since Mr. McKinley be- 
came President. But we have also the tes- 
timony of words—an authoritative state- 
ment of the position of the Administration 
made by the official legal mouthpiece of 
the Administratién, Attorney-General 
Griggs, in which he says: 

“The Sherman Trust act doeg not give 
to the Federal courts jurisdiction over any 
combination constituting a restraint and 
monopoly of trade uniess such trade is 
known ag interstate or international trade 
and commerce. 

“A combination or trust for the purpose 
of maintaing @ monopoiy in the manufac- 
ture of @ necessary of life is not within 
the scope of ine Snerman act and can 
not be supp: essed by the bederai courts. 

“df amenavie (o any jaw whey are amen- 
able to the jaws of ihe respective States. 


J. C. Borradaile of Philadelphia is being 
taiked of throughout the country because 
is was the letter he wrote to the United 
States Attorney General, Mr, Gr.ggs, that 
called forth the letter of “Unconditional 
surrender” to monopoly, which states tne 
position of the administration and the Re- 
publican party upon the great domestic 
problem, 

air, Lorradaile has now written a letter 
in answer to the Attorney General's op.n- 
fon, in which he assails Mr. Griggs’ defini- 
tion of “interstate Commerce” and denies 
that it is an atair wholiy under State con- 
trol. He accuses Mr, Griggs of interpret- 
ing the law according to his personal 


wishes. In pointing out that the Sugar 
Trust case on Which the Griggs opinion 
was basi.d did nu: come under the head of 
an interstate trust, Mr. Borradaile save: 
“That Was 4 suil against a Py nnsyivania 
concern &lone, and did not come under the 
head of an interstate Industrial trust of 
the kind that are now muitiplying with 
euch great rapdity, and which. unless 
checked, will ultimately result most dis- 
astrousily to the masses of the American 
people. Courts sometimes reverse them- 
selves, ons as the personnel of the United 
States Supreme Court has changed since 
186, the probability is that. if area the 
opportunl:y, a decision would be rendered 
in 1899 dissolving the interstate industrial 
trusts, the same as the Interstate railroad 
trust Was dissolved by the decision of 1898.

THE STATE CAN CONTROL. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch. 
JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 2.—The 
feeling in Missouri is against trusts and 
combinations of capital organized to con- 
trol the commerce of our country. Three 


anti-trust suits against some of the largest 
eéombines ot capital in existence are now 
pending in our State Supreme Court. 

I think the power of the States is amply 
ablg to control trust combinations. he 
State Governments are direct instruments 
of the people to protect their rights and 
assert their sovereignty, and if the people 
cannot control them through the State 
courte and officials the task is a hopeless 
one. 

Trusts .and monopolies crush out the In- 
dependent business man and merchant and 
manufacturer, and then tends to destroy 
individuality and make men dependent and 
consequently less liable to think and act 
independently. When independence in 
thought and action is gone freedom’s basis 
has been removed. Trusts naturally lead 
in the end to increased prices and in- 
ferior products because of lack of com- 
petition. Capital, ever lynx-eyed and vigil- 
ant, quick to seize an advantage and eager 
to escape a burden, can always be relied 
on to take care of itself. The rights of 
the people are what must be guarded. The 
people of Missouri, I think, believe that a 
man should have the right to buy what 
his necessities or wants require in a free 
and open market, where the price is fixed 
alone by the law of supply and demand, 
which is controlled by the needs of the 
seller and the wants of the buyer.

HIS Lire FORFEITED 
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AMERICAN GUILTY OF MURDER 
IN A STRANGE LAND. 


FATE OF F. C. RANDOLPH. 


He Was Once a Judge in Alabama and 
Regarded as a Man of Fine 
Ability. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—The following 
cablegram was received at the State De- 
Partment to-day from Secretary of Lega- 
tion McNally of the United States Legation 
at Bogota, Colombia: 

“Randolph tried yesterday at Medelin. The 
jury has returned a verdict of deliberate 


homicide."’ 

The cablegram is dated March 21 and 
marks in all probability one of the most 
prolonged efforts ever made to save the life 
of an American citizen. Francis C. Ran- 
dolph is of one of the best families in the 
South. He is a man of fine qualities and 
obtained the position of judge in Alabama, 
but left there, as the official reports state, 
“under a cloud.”’ 

He went to Colombia, and it was at the 
little town of Calli, in that country, that he 
killed a man Sept. 5, 18%. The man was 
a reputable German merchant named Sim- 
mons, who was held in high esteem in the 
community. The killing grew out of a dis- 
pute in Simmonds’ house over some prop- 
erty he had sold to Randolph, who was liv- 
ing under the assumed name of Charles 
Radford. 

Randolph admitted the killing and was 
thrown into prison. His Alabama friends, 
notably ex-Secretary Herbert, interested 
themselves in his behalf and induced the 
State Department to employ attorneys to 
defend him. Randolph was transferred to 
Medilin on the ground that he could not ob- 
tain a fair trial at Calli. He was convicted 
and sentenced to death and then began a 
rotracted legal struggle, during which

CARE OF PEACH TREES 


— 


MANY FROZEN IN MIDDLE WEST- 
ERN STATES. 


ATTENTION MAY SAVE THEM. 


Prof. Taft of Michigan Gives Some Ad- 
vice to Fruit Growers Regarding 
Injured Orchards. 


WASHINGTON, March 2.—Reports to 
the Agricultural Department show that the 
cold weather did great injury to peach 
orchards in Michigan, Illinois, Missougi and 
Arkansas. Special value is thus attached 


to what L. R. Taft, professor of agricul- 
ture at the Michigan University, recog- 
nized authority, has to say relative to the 
treatmer.t of frozen trees. 

In other seasons the injury has been most 
severe in lowlands and upon young trees, 
but zero weather lasted so long that many 
old trees suffered, and there was compara- 
tively little difference .between the effect 
on trees upon the ridges and those in the 
hollows. In some cases large cracks have 
formed in the bark of large trees, and 
in others the opening extends clear through 
the trees. More commonly, however, bark 
and wood are unbroken, but one or botn are 
discolored. When the discoloration is con- 
fined to the wood, and especially if it is not 
very dark, the trees will live for a number 


of years and practically may recover from 
the effects of the freezing if properly han- 
died, but as 2 rule their Tite period will be 
much shortened. Where the inner bark has 
been much discolored, and especially if it 
has become loosened from the tree, there 
will be little hope of saving the tree if a 
considerable area is involved. Sometimes 
the injury is confined to a narrow strip 
upon the southwest side of the tree, and 
there is then some chance for recovery. 

In some sections the ground was covered 
with snow to a depth of six to eighteen 
inches and the injury may not extend much 
below the snow line. In the case of trees 
not over 4 years old, where the bark above 
the snow has become browned and loosened 
from the trees and where there is a space 
oY six to eight inches of uninjured wood 
above the bud, the top may be cut back 
and a sprout trained up from the stub. 

Where the tips of the branches of young 
trees are destroyed, or if they show serious 
injury, wh.le the trunk is in good condi- 
tion, it is advisable to head the trees back 
severely, cutting the peach more than other 
fruito. In case of older trees of any kind, 
although the pruning should be less severe 
than for young trees, it would be well also 
to head pack the branches’ Bearing peach 
trees that have been aliowed little or no 
heading in, may be cut back go as to leave 
five or six arms, well distributed about the 
trunk, with a length of three to-six feet. 
If trees of this size are unpruned the sap 
will have to pass for a long distance 
through the injured wood in crder to reach 
the leaves and, as there will be a larger 
number of buds from which shoots will 
develop, the reduced quantity of sap that 
will find its way to the growing points will 
result in a feeble growth and probably the 
Geath of the tree. 

A considerable number of shoots will 
start from these stubs but before they 
have reached a length of from ten to twelve 
inches part of them should be removed so 
that those rema-ning wlll not be crowded 


and suffer from a lack of light and air.

BULIS TOOK ACTIVE POSSESSION 
~OF THE MAREET. 


BEARS WERE IN A FRENZY. 


Possibility of a Corner, With Well- 
Known St. Louisans as Promoters 
-—Condition of Crops. 


Those traders who were so active in pro- 


claiming themselves bears ten days ago will 
not soon forget the week just closed and 
the costly lesson it taught them Early 
last Monday, before the session opened, 
the bears were the only ones who falked. 
They laughed at crop damage reports and 
scoffed at their circulators as “crop kill- 
ers. 

They were all short on wheat and long 
on statistics, the interpretation of which de- 
pended largely on the point of view. 

They pointed to foreign shipments, which 
they called “heavy,” and the bulls catied

When the gong rang they went into the 
pit and sold. But somehow there were 4al- 
Ways traders willing to take their offerings. 
This did not excite their suspicions. They 
sald to themselves: “Some of these other 
shorts are losing their nerve and trying to 
cover. How foolish when everybody knows 
the market is going down.”’ 

Then they heiped to boost the market a 
bit, just to teach the weakling a lesson. 
Thereby they parted with a share of their 
own holdings; but what, they argued, was 
the difference? They could buy again when 
the bottum dropped out of the market. 

And so, by easy stages, the price of wheat 
for future delivery kept going up. By Thurs- 
day the bears discovered that it took an 
extra strong tug at the string to bring the 
market down. But that didn’t disturb them. 
They shook their heads and looked wise and 
Said: “‘Purely a speculative market. It'll 
drop when the scalpers get out.”’ 

Just about this time the chief of all the 
scalpers, Jake Schreiner, who was ostensi- 
bly taking a vacation, wired that Kansas 
would not haryest half a crop of wheat. 
Some of the bears ventured the opinion:that 
Jake had passed through Kansas ina sleep- 
ing berth at night and others unkindly in- 
sinuated that he had been “‘smoking.”’ They 
Saw everything but the handwriting on the 
wall. When they had nothing else to fall 
back on they assumed, for the sake of ar- 
gument, that the crop damage reports were 
true, and asserted that even with a short 
crop prices were high enough for this 
time of the vear. 

The bulls kept quiet during the day and 
wretted their borns at nicht. 

When they finally made their charge 
the bears were as helpless as though there 
had been a stake-and-rider fence around the 
pit. They just had to stand there and get 
gored,

The white-faced 
bears looked at the red-faced bul] and re- 
turned the look defiantly and bid 77@77\«c. 
There was no answer. He had stopped the 
game. When he left the pit 
took hold and the market dropped back [to 
75%%e bid, where it closed. This was still 
loc above Friday’e close.

Win- 
ter wheal reveipts are extremely Hght and 
there are no accumulations anywhere, Casn 
wheat ‘s still stronger than the future, We 
think the snort seiler witil continue to be 
the one to settie, and favor buying on the 
breaks. 

Corn firm but not very 
felt the wheat strength in small way.

As was 
the case last. week, the figures furnisned 
were far out of technical proof, the loan 
account Increased $6,530,000, and cash hold- 
ings rose to $333,000, but the increase in de- 
posits was only $3,399,000. In consequence 
of the latter change and the small increase 
in cash surplus, reserves decreased $516,000 
and they now stand at $18,508,000 above the 
legal requirements.

IT ENTERED HARRY GOLDMAN’S 
EYE NINE YEARS AGO.

NOW CUT FROM HIS CHEST. 


He Was Wounded by a Friend and the 
Doctors Were Not Able Until Last 
Week to Locate the Ball. 


a 


Harry Goldman was shot in the eye nine 
years ago. The bullet was extracted lags 
week from his chest. 

If the bullet had not been checked in its 
downward course it would probably have 
reached a vital spot and caused his death. 

In 189 Goldman, who was then 19 years 
old, was in charge of a lunch counter iIn 
& restaurant in Fort Worth, Tex. One 
evening he was behind the counter, attend- 


ing to his duties, when a friend of his, a 
railroad man, entered in an intoxicated 
condition, flourished a 88-caliber revolver, 
and, leaning over the counter, fired a shot 
in Goldman's face. 

The bullet entered at the inner corner of 
Goldman's left eye. He fell to the floor 
and was unconscious three weeks. 

When sensibility returned he experienced 
difficulty in swailowing. The surgeons had 
probed In vain for the bullet. 

He gradually recovered from the immedl- 
ate effects, but sometime afterward an ab- 
ecess formed in his throat. He was treated 
for this without the cause being made ap- 
parent. 

During the nine.yvears which have passed 
he has had five abscesses, each one lower 
down in hic chest than the preceding one. 

He went to a score of hospitals, but the 
bullet was never found and the cause of the 
abscesses remained a mystery. 

A few weeks ago Goldman came to St. 
Louls. Shortly after his arrival an ex- 
ternal abscese formed. 

Goldman had before this come to believe 
that the bullet was causing al] the trouble, 
but the doctors scoffed at the idea that a 
bullet which entered at his ese could be 
ne up abscesses in his chest. 

T'w weeks ago Goldman went to St. 
Mary’ s Infirmary. Some attention was paid 
to his accusations against the bullet there 
An operation was decided on. It was per‘ 
formed a week ago. The bullet was found 
in his right breast, fully a foot from where 
it entered. The operation was performed 
by Dr. West. 

The peregrinations of the bullet were ex- 
plained when it was taken out. In flat- 
tening out on coming in contact with a bone 
a point had been formed almost as fine as 
that of a needle.

Monday he delivered his 
Chicago package while waiting for a Phil- 
adelphia tfain. Tuesday night he delivered 
his Philadelphia message and Wednesday 
morning he was ready to take steamer in 
New York for “‘Lunnon.” Jaggers is “13 
goin’ on 14.” 

“Jageers’’ arfrived in Chicago at 6:17 p. 
m.. tinishing his westward journey by 
running up the front steps of the residence 
of Miss Cecil and Mr. Bruce C.ark, at 2000 
Prairie av., at 7, jangling the doorbell, and 
asking whether he had found the ‘“‘plyce’’ 
where Miss Cecil Clark lived. Thirty min- 
utes later Jaggers ran down the steps again 
on his way back to London with a letter 
addressed to "Mr. Richard Harding Davis, 
81 Jermyn st., London, England.” He 
stopped under the first gaslamp to examine 
the size of his tip. At 11:30 Monday night | 
he left for Phibadelphia to deliver his last 
message in the United States, a lette: to 
Richard. Harding Davis's sister. 

Mr. Davis wins his bet with a day 
epare, if Jaggers makes regular time 
his homeward journey. 

In the 30 minutes that Jaggers loitered 
at the Clark residence before beginning his 
journey back to London, he declined an in- 
vitation to dinner and turned down a prop- 
Osition to go to church. Jimmie Breen and 
Frank Butcher, American District Tele- 
graph boys detailed to assist and entertain 
Jaggers during his stay in Chicago, poured 
into his ears tales of the wonders of the 
Masonic Temple and the elevated railroads 
and entreated him to “stop over’ until 
morning, but Jaggers had found out from 
the Pullman car porter when the first train 
started back to London, and the induce- 
ments held out were useless. When he dis- 
covered that there were three hours at his 
disposal, however, he relented and declared 
“Hy'm rydy to go any plyce.”” Then under 
the escort of W. H. Spry of the Western 
Union Telegraph Co. Jaggers went to the 
theater to see an English play. 

With his letters and parceis strapped in 
his leather case and his round cap stuck 
on one side of his head and strapped tight 
under his chin, Jaggers created as much 
excitement on the Indiana ay and Van Hu- 
ren st. trolley cars as a regiment coming 
back from Cuba. But he paid no more at- 
tention to the crowd than an ordinary Chi- 
eago District Messenger would who had 
been sent from the Masonic Temple _ to 
Burlington st.

At present, the first day of the week, or 
Sunday, is established as the day of rest 
for occidental civilization. The 


the land and universal custom, compel us 
to desist from labor on Sunday. 

Can Jews abstain from labor also on the 
seventh day or the Jewish Sabbath? Can 
we consecrate the day as of old by rest 
and worship? 

While inhabiting compulsory or volun- 
tary Ghettoes, the Jews could observe and 
hallow their own day of rest. To-day they 
are part of the busy world. They must 
Struggle with thelr fellows for a liveli- 
hood. They cannot do six days’ work in 
five days’ time. They cannot rest on the 
legal day and on their own Sabbath, too, 
The literal might quote from the fourth 
commandment not only the words, ‘‘Re- 
member the Sabbath day to keep it holy,’’ 
but also “Six days shalt thou labor.’’ 

Thus it ls evident that the Jews could only 
preserve their own Sabbath inviolate by 
establishing a distinct community here, 
like the Seventh-day Christians, or by 
again reviving a Jewish State. $8o the 
Jewish Sabbath has waned. The exigencies 
of life have bereaved it of fts sanctity and 
beauty. The ancient benediction of the 
Jewish father, the tender chants, the Sab- 
bath lights, the fireside liturgy, the oasis 
of domestic peace and love on the Sabbath 
eve have well nigh vanished in the Jewish 
home. 

Because of these deplorable facts, we have 
instituted services on Sunday, as well as 
on the Jewish Sabbath. We began with re- 
liglous lectures. We have added eervices 
on Sunday to the lectures. It is thorough- 
ly Jewish and even orthodox to have pub- 
lic religious services on any and every day 
of the week. We wish men and women 
not to believe that Judaism means a lec- 
ture bureau. We wish to encourage and 
elicit worship, religious emotion, and, above 
all, active participation in devotion as in 
deed. 

Is this service, then, an institution of con- 
venience? No, it is begotten of necessity. 
Is ours a religion of convenience? I regret 
to say, to the thoughtless, the frivolous, 
the indifferent, Reform Judaism is a re- 
ligion of convenience. But to the thought- 
ful, the earnest, the spiritual, it Is, on the 
contrary, a religion of conscience, of intel- 
lectual honesty. We have deliberately 
changed our standpoint. We are not Ori- 
entals, uprooted and exiled and yearning 
for restoration. We are not a pecullar peo- 
ple, believing in separation, desiring isola- 
tion even in a multitude, and dividing our- 
selves from mankind by pecullar garments, 
a strange diet, a foreign language of de- 
votion. Our Reform movement has largely 
originated from this change of standpoint, 
as we are not now a foreign colony, but 
citizens and men among men. Therefore, 
many fundamental changes in our customs 
and traditions. Not, therefore, for con- 
venience, but for conscience sake, not for 
iconoclasm, but to promote a closer human 
fellowship with humanity, the Reform 
movement In Judaism has been instituted. 

I would eimply say that our Sunday 
movement has been designed, not only to 
instruct and edify our own co-religiontsts, 
but likewise to carry out the Mess'!anic 
dream of the Jewish prophets by preaching 
our message to all men of ali creeds on the

Some have spoken of a downright change 
of the Jewish Sabbath to the common civil 
day of rest. I could never consent to such 
a breach with the past, such a wanton rup- 
ture with our observing brethren in every 
land. . 

Nothing short of the universal consent 
of all Israel, an almost impossible con- 
summation, could warrant such a stupend- 
ous change in the fundaments of Judaism 
as an abolition or dransfer of the Jewish 
Sabbath. 

Can a sentiment be traneplanted? 
poetry and pathos of centuries be 
shifted from immemorial antiquity to a 
brand new creation? Rather let all poss!i- 
ble enthusiasm flood the ancient channels, 
to revive and strengthen the ancient Jew- 
ish Sabbath through earnest co-operation 
and religious geal. 

But thia parallel Gunday movement, de- 
signed to reach and tnfluence the entire 
community, we desire to strengthen with 
one accord and support, not as a substitute, 
bul as a supplement. To many it Is to-day 
thelr only representative of the Gabbath 
idea, their only opportunity for public 
worship, instruction and influence. We 
eeek to make it a power to gain for it unani- 
mous and earnest support and «strength. 

The Sabbath cannot, and will not, pass. 
Its venerable centuries of history have not 
reached their end, The poetry of the Sab- 
bath and its spiritual fragrance will en- 
dure and brighter our life and posterity as 
in days of old.

HPRE is war in Illinois—war between 
the women of the Commonwealth. 
It is being fought out in the legisia- 
tive halls at Springfield. 


In a general way it may be said that the 
whole trouble arises from a firm and deep- 
seated conviction in the minds of some 
that the white woman should take up as 
her burden the duties and responsibilities 
of suffrage, and an equally strong convic- 
tion in the minds of others that the white 
woman is loaded down already, to which is 
added a dreadful fear of an increase in her 
burden. 

Of Dr. Julia* Holmes Smith, president of 
the Chicago Political Ecanomy League, 
and Mrs. Caroline F. Corbin, president of 
the Illinois Association Opposed to the Ex- 
tension of Suffrage to Women, the follow- 
ing questions were asked: 

1. How do you consider the possession of 
the ballot would affect woman as a factor 
in the industrial world—as a wage earner? 

2, What would be the effect upon the

politics of Illinois if women should exer- 
clse suffrage? 

To the first query Dr. Smith replied: “I 
think the ballot will be as helpful to work- 
ingwomen as it is to workingmen, and for 
the same reasons. The existence of the 
demagogue and the ‘pothouse’ politician 
proves that the vote of the laborer is val- 
ued, his opinion worth influencing, his sup- 
port essential. Who cares to-day what a 
woman thinks about the candidate for 
President? And yet the judgment of a 
girl selling lace in a store may be far 
more reliable than that of a teamster who 
can neither read nor write."’ 

Mrs. Corbin said: ‘I do not believe that 
the ballot in the hands of women would 
aid either men or women in the industrial 
field. I belleve that the present condition 
of society is a transitional one, and the in- 
dependent spirit of women is on the de- 
cline.’’ 

To the second query Dr. Smith said: 
“The influence of woman in the political 
world will be good. More good women will 


vote than those whose lives are unholy, 
for the simple reason that names and aii- 
dresses and occupations are registered, and 
few women who have reason to Ps 
ashamed of their calling will come to t 
polls,” | 

Mrs. Corbin said: “It would greatly ! 
crease the expense of elections and wou 
introduce into politics a much larger e!] 
ment of such as are unfit to wield t 
power of the ballot—the ignorant and ! 
moral—while the opposition and indiff 
ence of many women, intelligent and ed 
cated, to public matters, and the absor 
ing duties of others, would keep them fro 
the polls, so the influence of the bett 
class of women would not be felt to any 
extent.’’ 

It is curlous to note that Mrs. Corbin 
was born and reared in New England, |a 
Yankee among Yankees, where independ- 
ence of thought and speech and higher 
education of women was early favored, 
while Dr. Smith is a native of the South, 
reared in New Orieans.

E known to fame as the Poetess of 
Passion before she Was out of her teens, 
is still as merry and as lighthearted as 
she was when a girl in Milwaukee, when 
she danced and sung her way into the 
hearts of those it pleased her to call 
friends. 

Elia Wieeler was born in Johnstown 
Center, Wis., and obtained her education 
in the public schools and at the State Unil- 
versity at Madison. After her graduation 
and release from the irksome environments 
of class rooms she was thrown on her 
own resources and often she burned the 
midnight ofl penning crude bits of verse 
and more ambitious prose with which she 
often unsuccessfully sought a market. 
Fate, spurred on by ambition, caused her 
to take up her residence in Miiwaukee. 
There she found a home with Mrs. W. H. 
Radway, who at a ripe age is passing her 
declining days in peace and happiness at 
Banning, Los Angeles County, Cal, She 
danced, sang and romped with Mrs. Rad- 
way’s children, one of whom, W. C. Hath- 
away, is a resident of Kansas City and an 
employe of the Ridenoyr-Baker Grocery 
Company. 

‘‘! well remember Ella,” said Mr. Hath- 
away recently. “She was like a sunbeam 
in our home. She was always so happy, 
so buoyant and so obliging. Never did 
a cross word pass her lips and in her cyes 
was always to be seen the glint of merri- 
ment and good fellowship. She was self- 
reliant without being assertive; had the 
courage of her convictions without being 
demonstrative; was quick at repartee 
which never had the semblance of a sting, 
and possessed a heart that overflowed with 
the milk of human kindness. We all loved 
her as one of the family and to this day 
she is as a daughter to my @ear old 
mother. Often Ella has seized me and has 
danced around the house with me until 
our strength would no longer permit us 
to go further. Song came from her lips 
like poetic pearls have since dropped from 
the point of her pen and as an impromptu 
versifier I do not believe this country has 
ever produced her equal.

WOMEN WILL VOTE 
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BUILDING SEWERS IN NEW ORLEANS. 
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The Widow of Col. Waring, the Sanitary Engineer, 


Is Taking Part in 


the Campaign for 


the Great Improvement. 


OMEN are to vote in New Orleans 
on a proposal to sewer the city. 
The conditions of the ballot are 
that she shall confess to 21 years’ residefce 
on this earth, to a residence of tWo years 
in Louisiana and one year in New Orleans; 
that she shall own real or personal prop- 
erty on which she is assessed in her own 
name or have an interest in an unsettled 
éstate on which taxes are assessed. She 
may vote in person or by proxy and may 
give her proxy to eny person, male or 
female, she may choose to act for her; 
and she must vote in the precinct in which 
she has her residence. 

There is great enthusiasm among the 
progressive women of New Orleans and 
several ‘“‘sewer meetings’’ have been hid, 
one of which was presided over by a poet- 
ss and addressed by the widow of Col. 
Geo. Waring. Her husband was the first 
Street Commissioner who really cleaned 
New York and while mapping out plans 
for cleaning Cuba he contracted yellow 
fever and died. 

Mrs. Waring was visiting in New Orleans 
when she was dragged into the campa‘gn 
for sewers. Why she was called into this 
work she suggests in the following speech: 

“Col, Waring always said he never could 
have accomplished the task of cleaning 
New York without the aid of the women. 
When once he got them Interested he felt 
that success was assured. Our ‘White 
Wings’ were actually afraid to da their 
work shiftlessly for, as they said: ‘There 
seems to be a crank of a woman at every 
window of every house in New York 
a-watching us.”’ 

“Speaking of white wings, I want to say 
a few words about Mr. McGary, your 


young and enterprizving street commission- 
er. Of course, he won my heart when I 
heard that he had put his sweepers in the 
uniform of purity, thus forming another 
But when I came 
here and saw that he had also seen fit to 
introduce my bag carrier, my enthusiasm 
for him grew unbounded. He has my ad- 
miration, as: well as my sympathy—admira- 
tion for what he has accomplished in his 
department, in spite of almost insurmount- 
able obstacles—and my sympathy, because 
I know that he does not get the financial 
nor the moral support he ought to have. I 
No one 
knows what it means to a man who has 
undertaken a heavy task in the public 
service to feel that the community ‘yg with 
him heart and soul. Even !f his appropri- 
ation for the work is insufficient, yet if he 
knows that his work is appreciated he will 
take on new heart and try to do better.” If 
people: were only more lavish in their 
praises; they have no idea what a healthy 
stimulant these are. 

“Col. Waring estimated that the cleaning 
of New York cost 3 cents a week per cap- 
ita. Three cents a week! Can any ono con- 
ceive a better, more profitable investment? 

“Clean gtreets; no overflows; no vile, 
open gutters, and less sickness, and far 


above all, a lower death rate; a pientiful 


water supply. 
“The cry of the poor is: Give us health. 


Don't let our children die; wipe out diph- 
therla, smallpox, typhoid and yellow fever. 
We can’t help, but you who have the meang 
can do it. 

“And shall the women of New Orleans 
stand aside in jistless idleness and indif- 
ference while those of less important cities 
march upward and onward, proving them- 
selves worthy helpmates to the men at 
the wheel, who are trying to steer in the 
direction of good and honest government? 

“You cannof do it, you cannot afford to 
lag behind, lest you be crushed out by the 
progressive march of the others. Compe- 
tition Is the very life of prosperity. You 
cannot compete with cities which are clean 
under the surface, as well as aightly to 
behold; which have a fine water supply 
and where there fs no stench arising from 
reeking gutters to fill the stranger with dis- 
may and fear of deadly germs. It is the 
unclean condition which makes property 
almost valueless. Everybody wants to sell; 
no one wants to buy, except at a shame- 
fully low price. We cannot blame etrang- 
ers for being unwilling to invest their 
capital here, as long as we lack the A, B, 
C of civilized condition. They dare not 
bring their families to settle In a place 


which ds left to the mercy of fatal climatie 
influences and the cupable negligence of its 
citizens. Nature has been so lavish in 
adorning the dear place, and I might quote 
the old lines: ‘Where every prospect 
pleases and only man is vile.’ 

“No, not vile, but as 1! said before, cul- 
pably indifferent. I would that every wo- 
man, from the river to the swamp, and 
from Carroliton to Lake Pontchartrain, 
could hear me call to her to come out of 
her shell and take her place among the 
workers. Every one of them its needed in 
eMecting the salvation of our beloved city. 
Where women band together with a com- 
maQn purpose, having the moral eupport of 
the men (I must add this, for I am still of 
those who are glad to be protected By the 
sterner sex), there the end in view must be 
crowned with success. 

*“‘Many of you present have heard of the 
condition of New York before we—I al- 
ways consider myself Col. W.’s co-worker— 
undertook the task of cleaning that Au- 
gean stable. Our first term of Inspection 
was through the most densely crowded 
tenement quarters of the East Side. The 
sight was appaling. Streets and sidewalks 
covered with slush, garbage, ashes, rubbish 
of all kinds; old shoes, tin cans, rags, ekele- 
tons of umbrellas—of these there seemed 
always to be an extraordinary number, and 
the people of that neighborhood must have 
been particularly hard on their parachutes, 
Large numbers of old mattresses. I have 
counted six of these in one block, besides 
unharnessed and broken carts, trucks and 
Pushcarts Iining the streets on both sides, 
scarcely leaving passageway for vehicles. 
And through this sea of filth the poor had 
to pass and repass every time they were 
obliged to step out of their houses. Think of 
the exposure! These @eople have usually 
but one pair of shoes, and these half worn 
out. They have no change of clothing 
when they come in cold and bedraggled. 
The consequence is colds, pneumonia, the 
hospital and generally death. 

“I could speak for quite a while. At 
last I said: ‘George, let us gO back to 
Newport. You'll never clean these streets. 
No human be!ng can do It.’ 


“‘O, no,’ he answered, ‘I am not made 
that way. I came here to clean this town, 
and I am going to do it.’ 


“Col. W. was fortunate in Securing the 
Services of a number of young and able 
college graduates with technical training. 
Some from Cornell or Yale, but most of 
them from the Boston School of Technolo- 
gy. These young enthusiasts became his 
faithful and devoted aids, and to them he 
intrusted the supervision of the worst dis- 
tricts. These men bad a hard time of it, 
for the poor, ignorant people had lived 
under these unsavory conditions so long 
that they began to believe that it had to 
be. The fact is that Tammany had suec- 
ceeded in making the people of New York 
believe that their city was so pecullarly 
conggituted that it couldn't be cleaned. 80 
these poor wretches actually fought the 
street-cleaning force, and they became so 
violent that an extra force of policemen 
had to be detailed to protect them. But 
the work progressed favorably from day to 
day. The opposition grew weaker, and 
when one day two women were having a 
pitched battle, neither getting the better of 
the other, and as the policeman parted 
them one shrieked to the other in deflance: 
‘I don't care. My street's cleaner than 
yours, any how.’ We felt that the battle 
waa won; that their pride had been aroused, 
and that they found clean streets more 
profitable and comfortable than dirty ones, 

“Bishop Potter likes to tell the following 
story: One of his workers, while on his 
round of vieits found a poor Italian woman 
with a number of smal! children, al] hud- 
dled together, in one room in one the 
most crowded tenement houses. Her hus- 
band was a street sweeper, and owt at work, 
This one room served as kitchen, bedroom, 
nursery, laundry; but all was neat and 
clean. In looking about him he found the 
woman had improvised a little altar of 
shrine stuck up in the corner of the room, 
It was made of a rough wooden board 
decked out with a few paper flowers and 
some holy pictures. Pinned against the 
back were a cheap print of the virgin; on 
one side one of St. Joseph, and one of Col. 
W.'s cut out of @ newspaper in the mid- 
dle. : 

* *How is that? the young man asked. 
‘Do you pray to him?” 

“Oh, no, but he good to us; 
poor people streets; we love him." 

“After all, it is such monuments as these 
that all of us can earn. To do for others, 
to gain the love and respect of the people; 
to be able to say: ‘I, too, have done my 
duty as a good and faithful citizen.’ "’

The plazas are named Highland Park 
and Walnut Park; the former in the north- 
ern and the latter in the southern part of 
the city. These two parks are now nicely 
laid out with walks and drives, shaded by 
Many trees, and a beautiful lawn covers 
what was once a barren, dry weed-plot. 


All is done under the direct management 
and care of the ladies of the club, and the 


many visitors who seek rest and refresh- 
ment here during evenings and holidays 
bear witness and appreciation of the good 
work accomplished. 


The club has been instrumental in getting 
the city to sprinkle the streets in summer, 
and is now contemplating efforts to have 
the business streets covered with asphalt 
or some other safe and desirable covering 
which will deaden the noise of teams and 
trucks. It is now almost imposalble to 
carry on a conversation while an ordinary 
express wagon is passing over the basalt 
blocks with which the Principal streets 
are paved. 


Band stands and fountains will be erected 
soon In both parks, and Company C's mili- 
tary band, supported by private subscrip- 
tion, will discourse music on alternate 
evenings and Sundays in either park. There 
is also an urgent necessity for more seats 
in both parks, ail so far in use, excepting 
one, having been donated by Messrs. I. G. 
Wickersham and H. IL, Gwinn. The jadies 
hope others will follow this good example.

HE above is a copy of the clearance 
T of the ill-fated Boston craft as it ap- 
Nn peared in the Melbourne Argus, May 
4, 1866, and to it is attached a story of 
death and disaster, which has never had 
@ paratiel for its peculiar circumstances, 
Many of the older shipmasters of Boston 
will reoall the tragedy which Tesulted in 

pas’ of a fine new vessel, ® lives and

old ocean's grasp. 

Far down in the Southern Pacific ocean, 
directly in the track of vessels on the 
homeward voyage from Australia to Eu- 
rope for the eastern coast of America, lie 
“the Auckland Isiands. The highest eleva- 
tion is only 1325 fect above the level of the 
Sea, and in the winter there are dense 
fogs, which frequently obscure the land, 

But there is another peril against which 
the mariner has no protection. These isl- 
ands are extraordinarily magnetic, and 
have beén described as a huge magnet. 
Bir James Ross, at the time of his visit 
there, states that ‘‘some of the magnets 
were found to depend entirely for their dl- 
rection of the south and north poles on the 
fragments of rocks around them,” and that 
the compasses in the Terror were so much 
affected as to ‘“‘mask the local attrac- 
tion of the iron in the ship.” 

The Gen. Grant was built in Bath, Me., 
fin 1863, by J. PP. Morse, and came to Bos- 
ton to load for San Francisco. She was 
a fine vessel, wel! appointed in every de- 
til, dnd met with no mishap until after 
circling the globe once, she sailed from 
Hobsons Bay, Australia, May 4, 1856, for 

idon, 

‘Por the first week she experienced light 
westerly winds. The weather being very 
oney, 4 fharp lookout was kept for, land

The land on the lee beam looked Iike @ 
bank of fox.

cave nearly 800 feet deep, and into this she 
was drawn by eome irresistible force, sur- 
rounded by dark masses of rock and with 
2% fathoms of water under her stern. 

The crew lighted lamps and torches and 
held them over the side to ascertain whither 
they were being dragged, but on all sides 
and above them were savage rocks against 
which the water was sullenly eplashing, 
and on which"there was scarcely foothold 
for a bird, 

Soon the royal mast etruck the narrow- 
ing roof and came down with a fearful 
crash, bringing down a mass of rock with 
it. Topmast and lowermast followed, the 
accompanying rocks tearing the decks to 
pies. Just before dawn the mizzen top- 
gallantmast came down with a crash, but 
notwithstanding the terrors of the awful 
night the passengers were orderly and obe- 
dient, “but it may be imagined,” : 
of the survivors, “how eagerly we longed | 
for the first streak of daylight.’’ : 

The Grant had two quarterboats, each 22 
feet over all and 6 feet beam, beside a long 
boat 80 feet on the keel and seven feet 
beam. At daylight one of the quarterboats 
was launched over the stern by means of 
& Spar rigged for that purpose, and in this 
boat were three able-bodied seamen. 

An anchor and rope were placed in this 
boat, and she was sent to see if a landing 
could be made outside of the cave and re- 
turn at once bo report. For some unknown 
reason, however, she did not come back, 
and the other quarterboat was then 
launched. .In her was piaced some 50 tins 
of beuilli and some beef and pork. 


said one 


Capt. Loughlin, who did his duty nobiy, 
imtended to digpatch this boat with women 
and children on board to join the one first 
launched, but his intention was in some 
way frustrated, The boat was filled with 
men and ohne woman, Mrs. Jewell, the stew- 
arkeés, who, in being lowered from the 
sh.p, fell into the sea. Her husband jumped 
in after her, and both were among the 
survivors. 

There was a heavy sea running and the 
ship began to sink very fast. Many of the 
passengers now crowded into the long boat, 
which was lying on the quarter deck, and 
waited for the end. Inch by’ ineh the ves- 
sel sank beneath them until the boat and 
its living cargo were alloat, 

At the last a scene of confusion and panic 
ensued. Some of the distracted people 
leaped madly overboard, some climbed tn‘o 
the remnants of the rigging and clung 
there in the hope that they wouid remain 
above water, while others settled into the 
stupor of despair and stolidly waited for 
death. 

The gallant captain clung to the rigging 
and refused toe leave the ship. The last 
seen of him was when he waved his hand 
to the boat and then went down beneath 
the dark waters With the charge intrusted 
to his keeping. 

The long boat now pulled toward the 
mouth of the cave, but soon a monster sea 
broke over the crowded craft and filled her 
with water. Of the struggling passengers 
only three were saved by the other boat, 
which arrived on the spot just in time. 

Slowly and sadly the eurvivors rowed 
away from the dreadful cave wher®t> so 
many of thelr comrades had found their 
last resting place, ‘The coast, so Yar as 
they could see, consisted of high, perpen- 
dicular rocks, and there was ho possibility 
of effecting a landing. 

All that day they. struggled desperately 
with the angry seas, Sometimes in the 
teeth of the wind, and it was night before 
they reached a large rock about one and 
one-half miles northeast of Disappointment 
Island. Here they tried to get ashore for 
fresh water, but in the attempt one. of the 
boats Was swamped, the men succeeding 
after a desperate struggie in getting on the 
rocks, 

Of all thelr provisions only three pleces 
of pork and ame tins of boullli, were saved. 
The boat, hdwever, Was recovered. 

On the morning of May 15 they obtained 
some fresh water, but they dared not mask 
their iaset mateh in an attempt to make a 
fire on rocks where they could not remain. 
Constant iabor at the oars Was necessary 


daybreak the following day they started 
once more and reached Port Ross. 

There they camped and set about the 
anxious task of lighting a fire. They had 
but one dry match, and with bated breath 
they watched the feeble filcker grow into a 
steady glow that meant life and warmth to 
them all. The fire they Ighted that day 
was not allowed to go out for 18 Weary 
months. 

They caught two or three birds, gath- 
ered a few limpets, and these, with a ton 
of bouilll, made a feast for the starving 
castaways. The next day they discovered 
some old huts which had doubtless af- 
forded shelter for other sufferers, gathered 
more iimpets and killed four seals on the 
beach. They saw some goats, but did not 
succeed in catching any of them. 

Knowing that ships had been wrecked 
there before and that the island they were 
on had been a refuge for men in the same 
condition as themselves, they passed the 
next few days in searching for food, tools 
and clothing which might have been left 
for the benefit of other unfortunates. 

They were very badly off for clothing. 
Some were without coats, hats, shoes or 
etockings. From this cause, and the want 
of nourishing food, the party for a lone 
while suffered dreadfully. They were at- 
tacked with dysentery, and became 
duced and emaciated that they feared none 
would be left to tell the story of their 
awful experience. 

A portion of them were absent eight days 
in search of food, and when they returned 
they found the others reduced to mere 
skeletons. They knew then hew § they 
themselves must have changed, for they 
could hardly raise their oars out of the 
water. 

After a while, however, they all rallied, 
They became more accustomed to the food, 
and succeeded in making a little salt. 
From the skins of the seals they made 
moccassins for the shoeless, and a sai] was 
manufactured out of the same material. 

July 11 they found a hut containing a few 
rags of old canvas and an old boiler, which 
they afterward used to boil out salt In. 
“Then they found two files, and another 
hut which contained a little wearing ap- 
parel. 

One day they found a stave. on which 
was written in charcoal: ““Minerva—4 men 
—1 officer—Leith—May 10, 1864—March 26, 
1865."" 


So from day to day they existed, always 
hoping for deliverance, and cheering each 
other up in their adversity. There all had 
gone down with the ship, but lilfe re- 
mained, and they exhausted their ingenuity 
trying to devise means to prolong it. 

Through a greater purtion of the year 
these islands are swept by violent storms, 
but vegetation is plentiful notwithstanding. 
Hard wood and pine forests cover the larg- 
er islands, and beneath the trees is a 
snarl of ferns, grass and scrub. There is 
always plenty of fresh water, however, and 
the castaways were thus spared the tor- 
tures of thirst. 

In January, 1857, the chief officer, Bar- 
tholomew ELrown, accompanied by three 
men, took one of the boats and started for 
New Zealand to obtain aid for the rest, 
but it was a forlorn hope, as they were 
absolutely without any means of finding 
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fhe'r Way, having not even a compass by 
which to shape their coufse. Their fate 
Wae never known, but they must have 
perished elther from hunger or drowning. 

Month after month dragged away, until 
they had passed an entire year on the des- 
Olate place. In April they gathered a huge 
Pile of wood ready to light if aShip should 
be seen. In June they caught a small 
pig, which they kept three months and 
then killed for food. 

In September occurred the first death. 
The fourteen men and one woman had 
withstood incredible hardships up to this 
time, but Sept. 3 old David McClellan 
passed away of exhaustion. He had worked 
with them and suffered w-th them. it 
was like losing the chief part of their dy- 
ing hope to lose him, and seemed a fore- 
shadowing of what was in store for the 


rest. 

They had seen other deathbeds, but death 
was never so dreadful to them before. As 
the old Man was pass.06 away from this 
earth, the, @arth which had been so cruel, 
yet so kind, as the light of life was fad.ng 
yut of his patient, weary eyes and the fali- 
ing breath came fitfully and siowly trom 
his imploring mouth, there were tears and 
sighs for him who Would never again in 
th.s world look with eyes of ilove upon fh-s 
wife and chiidren—tears and sighs for 
themselves, as if they felt upon their own 
hearts the shadow of the doom of their 
dying friend. He was buried in a sand 
h. ii. 


The death cast a gloom over the rest, but 
in other respects.they were much better 
off than at any time since the wreck. The 
made an ingenius hook out of a half-ine 
bolt and with this succeeded in catching 
a number of p.gs. They also found a few 
wild potatoes. They set adrift the inflated 
bladders of the pigs, to which were at- 
tached slips of wood on which were writ- 
ten an account of their sad condit.on, hop- 
ing some ship might pick one of them up. 

Then they made boats about three feet 
long and attached to each a piece of iron, 
so as to turn the little craft by the stern 
and keep her before the wind. These also 
they cast upon the waters. On the deck 
of each the story of the wreck was carved. 

Nearly in despair, yet clinging to the 
hope, growing fainter day by day, of being 
rescued, the little band Lived on, adopting 
every means within their power of aiding 
in their own deliverance. 

On the 19th day of November, 1867, more 
than 18 months after the wreck of the Gen, 


Grant, one of the men espied a white speck 


far out on the horizon. The joyful word 
was passed from one to another, and the 
signai fires were lighted without delay. 

Was it a ship? With haggard faces and 
hungry eyes the Iittle band watched the 
speck grow larger until they could no long- 
er doubt it. But their smoke appeared to 
attract no attention, and the vess«l disap- 
peared without drawing near the land. 

So dejected were they that several aban- 
doned hope and undoubtediy would have 
soon died but for the fact that two days 
later the brig Amherst was sighted run- 
ning from the south along the east coast. 
The castaways launched their boat and 
were seen by those on board the vessel. 

They were taken, on board and given 
every comfort by Capt. Gilroy and his offi- 
cers, who carried them to Auckland, New 
Zealand, where they were hospitably re- 
ceived and provided for. 

At a marked tree at Port Ross two glate 
tablets have been placed with the follow- 
ing Inscription: 

“Sacred to the memory of 68 persons who 
lost their lives by the wreck of the Gen. 
Grant on the morning of May 14, 1866, on 
the Auckland islands.” 

“Sacred to the memory of Bartholomew 
Brown, chief officer; Willam Newton, A. 
B.; Peter McHevin, A. B.; Andrew Morri- 
son, A. B., who started in a boat on Jan. 
22, 1867, for New Zealand without chart, 
compass or nautical instruments.’’: 

‘'Ten survivors rescued by the big Am- 
herst in Invercargill, New Zealand, Patrick 
Gilroy, master, Nov, 21, 1867."’ 

A remarkable fact In connection with 
this true story is that within a 
epace of three years three crews were cast 
ashore in different parts of these islands 
and existed there a long time, in epite of 
the fact that the inclement weather had 
frustrated all attempts to plant a colony 
there for the capture of seals. 

Several attempts have been made by ex- 
peditions, guided by survivors of the wreck, 
to recover the lost treasure which went 
down in the Gen Grant, but, as far as 
known, all have failed. 

Down at the bottom of this faraway 
cave, guarded by the frowning rocks which 
overhang it and by the flerce storms which 
sweep the spot, the yellow gold lies amid 
the bones of the unfortunate ship, covered 
by 23% fathoms of water.

“It isn’t by sudden jumps that healthy 
success is attained. It's by steady work 
and honesty of purpose. A middle-aged 
man may jump from one business to an 
entirely different one and succeed, but it 
will need hard work and the probabilities 
wilt be against him. The foundation of 
success is laid fn youth. | 

“Between 15 and 22 most men are made. 
A man can learn more in those seven years 
than in any others in ‘iis whole life, yet 
those are the years that many youths 
spend at college unfitting themselves for 
commercial pursults, learning things that 
are of no usee to them—actually bullding 
up a barrier against success, 

‘The successful man learns the rudiments 
of business in early life. The unsuccessful 
man is the one who, in his youth watched 
the clock to see that he did not begin work 
a minute ahead of time—or quit a second 


f= ROM a hardware store to the man- 
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behind It. Those are the boys who are dis- 
charged first, whenever the etaff is reduced; 
but the boy who thinks of working instead 
of quitting, and looks after his employer's 
interest instead of his own ease, is the one 
who is kept on, and goes ahead and suc- 
ceeds, 

“Success is a simple thing. The money 
saved in early life grows into fortunes 
later on. The young man who can save 
10 cents a day is a man of sense. He is 
on the road to success, But the young man 
who trades 10 cents for a cigar is a fool, 

‘There may be cases where fortunes are 
made by jumps but great success comes 
from persistent effort. It is @ mistake to 
point out the accomplished work of a suc- 
cessful life and ask a young man to dupll- 
cate it. The tmmensity of such a work ap- 
pals him, It is Uke taking him suddenly to 
the top ofa high steeple to see a great city. 
The great height makes him dizzy but to 
the steeplejack who knows his business 
and has scaled the steeple, it is quite a lit- 
tle matter. This is the reason why rising 
men should not look ahead. They should 
work for to-day and to-day only, and if 
they do that faithfully and Ilve economi- 
cally, they will be ready for whatever 
comes on the morrow. 

‘My part in the organization and build- 
ing of the Central Pacific did not seem a 
great task for me, because my hardware 
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business, when I laid it down, was greater 
than my raflroad business when I took it 
up. I call It a hardware business: we 
bought and sold all kinds of things—thous- 
ands and thousands of dollars worth of 
goods that never gaw the inside of our 
store. We bought whole cargoes and sol4 
them direct from the ships. I recall buy- 
ing one cargo at 10 per cent above invoice 
prices, paying only $5000 down. The Cap- 
tain could not get sallors and we had four 
months to remove the goods. We sold them 
by degrees, paying as we took them away, 
and when the ship was eanpty we had made 
a profit of $100,000. 

“The aggregate business done by our firm 
amounted to perhaps more than $5,000,000 
annually, and so the organization of the 
Central Pacific came as a comparatively 
easy task. In its entirety it may look a 
great work, but it was laid one rail at a 
time. 

“I repeat that industry, honesty and 
economy are the element of success, 
I have built probably more miles of rall- 
roads than any man in the world. I have 
bought railroads in Insolvency, aha T" 
bought railroads and put them fnto tnsol- 
vency, but fm all my constructive work 
west of the Mississipp! I have never de- 
faulted on a single coupon. I have tried 
the policy I have outlined here, and I know 
that it is good.” 
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IXTY-FOUR St. Louls men who were 
S members of the Volunteer Fire De- 
partment of this city May 17, 1849, are 
preparing to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of the greatest fire the l'nited States 
had known prior to the conflagration which 
devastated Chicago In 1871.

Collins became a ehipper of cafttie 
about nine years ago. They had found it 
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profitable to sell in the Chicago market, 
but that year Mr. Collins was unable to go. 
Thinking the matter over she decided to 
go. The railroads were forbidden, to také 
women on cattle trains, but after consider- 
able telegraphing to railroad officials in St. 
Paul, special permission was given, and 
she went to Chicago in triumph, cheered 
on her departure by a host of admiring 
friends and stockmen. Since then she has 
gone regularly without question, and is 
credited with delivering her stock at the 
market in better condition than any ship- 
per in the country. So successful has she 
been that she is often Intrusted with other 
people's stock to market. 

Her latest adventure was last year going 
up into the St. Mary's country near the 
Canadian border to get some land on the 
“ceded strip,”” bought from the Blackfeet 
and supposed to be rich in mines. The 
“strip” is on the east slope of the Rockies, 
and. at the time of the opening in April, 
was buried under appaling drifts of snow. 
but the prospectors went in just the same, 
on snow shoes, and Mrs: Collins got two 
mining claims located where she wanted 
them and three townsites. Her party, in 
crossing the Milk River, had a narrow es- 
cape from drowning, as the ice broke and 
two or three pack horses were swept under 
the ice.

ROCKEFELLER RICHER. 


To good housewife knows that her 


coal oil lamps consume an unrea- 

sonable quantity of oll, Dut she does 
not know they do it because the Standard 
Oil Co., which sells her the oll, also sees 
that she buys lamp wicks which are made 
to consume a great deal of oil.

They 
told him his wick would cost more money 
and consume more oil than the wicks they 
were making and that there would be no 
market for it. 

The genius, though much discouraged, 
was just as much a genie as ever. 
will burn too much oil—too much ott 
He rolled this over in his brain a time or 
two and went to the central office of the 
Standard Oil Co. Within a few months _ 
Standard Oil Co. built at Troy, N. 
wick factory. It made the bolled eitaes 
and sold them cheaper than anybody else 
could sell wicks. The first year the oll 
magnate 8 lost $40,000 on wic ks, but they had 
increased the demand for oll by 7,000,000 
gallons and made an extra $150,000 on oil. 
In a little while they brought the other 
wickmakers to their feet.

The act of 1895 was amended by the act of 
1897 (See Session Laws of 1897, p. 208). The 
first amendment provided that any corpora- 
tion organized anywhere and transacting 
business in Missouri should be amenable tu 
our anti-trust laws. 

The second amendment of 1897 made it an 
offense for any one in this State to contract 
or agree with any trust that said person, 
as a dealer, would sel] only the trust prod- 
uct. 

Many trusts attempt to control the mar- 
ket by compelling the merchants or deal- 
era who handle their goods to contract to 
sell only the trust commodity. This amend- 
ment of 1897 made such contracts void and 
the parties thereto guilty of a criminal of- 
fense. 

The next amendment of 1897 made it a 
felony, punishable by imprisonment in the 
Penitentiary, for any one in the State to 
deal in or offer for sale any article, prod- 
uct or commodity, made, produced or manu- 
factured, in whole or in part, by any cor- 
poration whose rights, privileges or fran- 
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chises had been declared forfeited for a 
violation of the anti-trust law. 

The anti-trust law as it stands to-day ex- 
empts from its operation the business of 
fire underwriters in cities of 100,000 inhab- 
itants or over. All other kinds of busi- 
ness are subject to the trust law. Thig is 
the condition of the statute law of Missouri! 
now. 


Several bilis are pending before the Gen- 
eral Assembly to amend these laws. One 
of the bills provides that in anti-trust 
proceedings the jury shall be judges of 
both the law and the facts, just as they 
are in a libel suit. 


Another pending bill makes it the duty 
of any one selling the products of a trust, 
in any place in this State, to sell to any 
one who offers to pay the designated price 
of the vendor. This, no doubt, seems Iie 
a strange provision to be enacted into law, 
but it was intended to meet a condition 
like this: If a@ trust has the control of the 
market for an article of merchandise in 
Missouri it often happens that the trust 
will compel those merchants who sell the 
product of the trust—for instance, in 8t. 
louls—to agree that said merchants will 
sell first only at a stipulated price, and 
next, only to actual residents of St. Louis 
City. Accordingly, if a person from the 
interior of the State desires to purchase 
an article controlled in this manner by 
the trust, he will be told by the St. Louis 
dealer that he can sell said article only 
to residents of the city. and that the in- 
tending purchaser must buy from the deal- 
er in the town of his residence. 

Another pending bill in the Senate is 
drawn exactly in conformity with the prin- 
ciples of the Federal anti-trust law, which 
the United States Supreme Court upheld 
as constitutional and valid in the case of 
the United States vs. Transmissouri 
Freight Association, 166 U. 8. Rep., p. 290, 
decided Mareh 22. 1897. 

This Senate bill provides a epeedy process 
for reaching the trusts. It provides in sub- 
Stance that the Attorney-General may file 
a petition for an injunction in any court 
of competent jurisdiction, asking for an 
order restraining the formation or _ the 
continuance of a trust, and gives the court 
power to issue an order at once restrain- 
ing the trust, if the court deems sufficient 
ehowing has been made in the petition, un- 
til a hearing on the merits can be had. I

it employs the same méthods of procedure 
that have proven efficacious in the Fed- 
eral courts. ~ 

But the real weakness of all trust pros- 
ecutions and the safety of all trusts has 
been in this: That the operations of the 
trust usually extend over many States and 
territories and the officers and affairs are 
usually in a distant city or perhaps in sev- 
eral citiesm and it has been heretofore al- 
most impracticable for the Attorney-Gen- 
erals of the several States to get the evi- 
dence, either from lack of funds at his 
command, or time, and usually both, to 
devote to the travel and effort necessary to 
prove his case. For it must be remem- 
bered that in most instances the evidence 
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to make the case for the State must be 
dragged 


from the ugWilling trust officials 
themselves, whom the Attorney-General 
must use as witnesses,

As to the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral of the United States, as reported in 
the morning papers. if he ts correctly 
quoted, I agree with him that the States 
must deal with all trusts, except those 
engaged in interstate commerce. a 
States can deal with them, and that suc- 
cessfully, in my opinion, ff they will 
promptly legislate along certain lines and 
make provision for their law officers to 
prosecute these trust cases. 

I now have three anti-trust cases pend- 
ing in the Supreme Court of this State. 
In one of these cases we Nave been taking 
evidence for 16 months in a great many of 
the principal cities of the country and the 
court has ordered the evidence closed on 
March ® in order that the case may be 
submitted at the April term of the Supreme 
Court. ‘This is a prosecution I started 
against 73 fire insurance companies for 
oon, to fix and maintain insurance 
rates in issouri outside of St. Louis and 
Kansas City, these cities being exempted 
from the operation of the anti-trust law 
by a section of the statute. I have, how- 
ever, pending in the Supreme Court a 
case against the Board of Fire Under- 
writers of Kansas City, Mo., for combin- 
ing to maintain rates, as I claim the clause 
of the anti-trust law exempting fire in- 
surance companies from the provisions of 
the act is unconstitutional on the ground 
that it creates an inequality before the 
law between insurance companies in said 
cities and other corporations, in that by 
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said exemption it gives the insurance com- 
panies the spectal privilege of forming a 
trust, while it denies the same privilege 
to all other corporations and individuais 
similarly situated. 
have also an action pending before 
the Supreme Court against the Tobacco 
Trust. I mention this case simply because 
ou asked me what, if anything was 
ing done to enforce the anti-trust law 
of our State. 

Upon what ground are anti-trust laws us- 
ually fought? Nearly all anti-trust laws 
are fought on the legal ground that they 
violate the constitutional guarantee, as it 
is claimed, that a man has a perfect legal 
right to make any contract or agreement 
for the sale of his property that he wishes, 
and consequently if he destres to contract 
and agree with competition for the bring- 
ing about of conditions that will enable 
them to contro] the market of the articles 
of merchandise, which form the subject 
matter of the trust, the Government nor 
any one e@ige has the right to object. 

his argument is based upon the propo- 
sition that a man has a legal right to e 
market in which he may sell or contract to 
sell his merchandise and commodities at 
whatsoever price he fixes. 

This looks ae plausible, but the argu- 
ment overlooks the propoanien, which must 

e equally true, that the buyer of merchan- 
dise and commodities has an equal! right to 
purchase what his necessities or desires 
demand in a market absolutely free and 
open to competition, and not be compelled 
to procure what he must bu- in a market 
where the’price Is arbitrarily fixed, not bv 
the law of supply and demand, but by a 
secret agreement between those who econ- 
trol the commodity and have forced up the 
price. I think the, States are the only 
power that can with this question. 

So we have the seller contending he can 
sell to whom he pleases, at whatever price 
he desires, and to that end may enter a 
trust, while the buyer contends he has 
the right to buy fin an open market, con- 
trolled alone by the law of supply and de- 
mand.

I foresaw the consequences and protested 
vigorously, but Zelaya was obdurate, and 
I resigned. He sent Gen. Estrada out to 
Bluefields to take my place, and I turned 
it over to him, but when I retired to my 
home I was waited upon by a large num- 
ber of citizens, who begged me to resume 
charge. They said that they feared that 
a condition of anarchy would follow the 
attempt of Estrada to enforce the new 
duties and renew the tyrannical rule of 
former times.

The more moisture that is 
discharged into the Atlantic elther from 
rainfalla east of the Rocky Mountains or 
precipitated into the ocean from the @t- 
mosphere above, the higher the water’ 
become in the Atlantic and the more raph 
the currents that return them to the Pa- 
cifie Océ®h again.

servants are a much-abused olass. 
In a recent lecture Prof. Smith stated that 
“the average domestic to-day earns more 
than the average Cambridge teacher. 
"Sy, then,” she asks, “do servants leave 
us for the factories and shops? Because 
in the shops they have stated hours for 
Work and a genera! instead of a special 
Overseer who nags at them.” 

After @ list of grievances, she concludes 
with the assertion that ‘‘the lady mistress.-is 
responsible for more discomfort than the 
lazy eervant.” She also makes it under- 
stood that the present system is al] wrong 
end cries out for radical reform. 

As an initial etep in this direction the 
professor suggests an equal division of the 
labor and profits of housekeeping econo- 
mies between mistress and maid 


On this point it is only necessary to say 
that there is such a deep problem involved 
that it might be difficult even for the Le- 
land Stanford University scientists to 
solve it, unless they have a female Lycur- 
gus in their ranks who is prepared to es- 
tablish a sort of Spartan government for 
the women of the United States. 


That reform is needed no one who has 
had any experience in the matter will 
Geny. That it is difficult of execution may 
be inferred from the fact that, while the 
troubles have existed from the earliest 
Gays of the world’s history, they are still 
unmodified in this century of thought and 
progress. Nor can these difficulties be 
trivial, eince they have occupied the minds 
of men renowned for wisdom. When BSolo- 
mon Geclared that it was “‘not seemly for 
eervants to have rule over princes” he must 
have discovered that some hirelings were 
ambitious of such rule. Confucius tells 
us that “of all people girls and servants are 
most difficult to behave to. If you are 
familiar with them, they lose their humil- 
ity; if you maintain reserve to them, they 
are discontented.”’ 


The great Jewish king and the renowned 
sage alike protest against the mental atti- 
tude of the servant. Herein lies the root 
of the evil—an evil not to be cured by any 
reform conducted on Prof. Smith's lines. 
Buch reform would result simply in chaos, 
and “the last state would be worse than 
the first.” 

The professor continues: “Servants have 
no place to receive their friends, no place 
to sleep and no bath.’ So far as material 
comforts are concerned servants are as a 
rule better fed and lodged than factory or 
store girls, who for the greater part must

kept and ventilated, sometimes sharing even 
this with another. As for a bath, any wo- 
man would shrink from using the common 
bath In a boarding or lodging house. 

Moreover, there are hundreds of edu- 
cated, refined women—foreign teachers, 
artists and others—who would no doubt 
find great pleasure in entertaining friends, 
but who cannot do so in a boarding house. 
These women go their ways and no one 
considers them special subjects for com- 
miseration. 

So much for the grievances as viewed 
from Prof. Smith's standpoint. 

The important questions are, however: 
How are existing evils to be remedied? 
How can discord be changed to harmony, 
strife to peace? Perhaps reform would be 
possible if some one could devise means 
of teaching servants their duties to em- 
ployers—a difficult task indeed, but a very 
important one. 

Train girls for the work. If they earn 
more than the average Cambridge teacher, 
let them be at least as well fitted for their 
work. The trained nurse is an example of 
such a system. If girls could be trained in 
schools of industry where, in connection 
with manual work, they would be taught 
the dignity of labor, personal responsibility 


and a correct idea of their vocations, they 
would not shrink from domestic duties as 


they do now. 

Other occupations are so crowded that 
only a very few can find profitable em- 
ployment. Household duties require intelli- 
gence and delicacy. 

Rightly understood, there Is nothing igno- 
ble in the work. On the contrary, a girl 
may find tn it admirable possibilities of 
good for herself and others. Instead of 
posing as & martyr, she should consider 
herself a responsible person, intrusted with 
the care of the home and to a great extent 
with the happiness of the family. Under 
the protection of that family she ts in a 
much safer and more respectable position 
than the factory girl, who ts associated, as 
a rule, with rough and vulgar people. 

If girls could be taught these things the 
whole aspect of affairs would change. 

It might be possible to establish indus- 
trial schools wherein girls would be given 
a mental, moral and manual training, and 
classes for cooking held for those already 
in the ranks of service. For the latter a 
plain and comprehensive course of lectures 
calculated to impart true idea of their 
vocation might be productive of much 
good. The chief results would, of course, 
be obtained from the regular members of 
the school, and for these time would be re- 
quired.

ULLY PRUDHOMME, the French 
critic, believes the twentieth century 
woman will be ugly. He says: 

“Every time that I have had oocasion to 
visit a great Buropean city, an important 
cemter of very advanced civilization, I hae 
felt myself painfully affected by the rav- 
ages caused in the domain of beauty by 
industry, which ts becoming more and more 
scientific. It seerns that the material prog- 
ress of social life only engenders form 
monstrous, enigmatical or insignificant. It 
seems that the eyes are condemred to lose 
in artistic enJoyment what the other senses 
gain in less noble pleasures. Applied ma- 
ohinery accomplishes stupefying results, 
a4mirable, no doubt, but what one admires 
in‘machines fs solely the dimension and the 
ingesriousness of form which an immediate, 
purely mater‘al destinaffén prescribes for 
them. The artist can see little in them and 
he hates the ornaments misapplied to them. 

“To be admired by the artist a form must 
make one forget its industrial use or its 
physiological function and at the same time 
the need or the desire which it is required 
to satisfy. The feminine form ts subpject 
to the same laws. Dress is essentially a 
condimemt, but ft is not less essentially 
an art. It is a decorative art which re- 
quires, on this account, taste—that is to 
gay, the sense of the beautiful—elegance 
and grace. Taste is recognized by the 
perfect assimilation of the personal adorn. 
mem, wo that the dress is one with the 
person who wears it. ’ 

“For whom will women dress themselves 
in the futu when appetite shall have sup- 
planted taste, when the industrial genius 
shall have supplanted that of the arts? 

“The marvels of industry provoke an a 
tonishment which partaRes of admiration, 
no doubt, but what there is of admiration 
in this astonishment addresses Itself to the 
solution of the practical problem, not to the 
spectacie. It has nothing in common with 
the sentiment which is evoked In art, an !n- 
spiration at once delicious and serious, the 
poignant delight of a'vision in which an 
object seen remains inaccessible, 

Such is the sentiment which the beautiful 
creates and which becomes love when !t has 
for an object true feminine beauty. 

Plastic beauty, the expression of which is 
known above all the sculptors ‘and is to 
some degree superhuman in the human 
form, is not the only externa] charm of 
woman which comes-into relation with 
the industrial gentus, Every form wh‘ch 
does not represent to the mind a difficulty 
conquered in the material world remains 
alike a stranger to this genius.

Asakusa is the seat of thirty thousand, 
three hundred and thirty-three divinities 
and the chief shrme of the city. Like the 
Parisian Cat l, it is ancient, grimy and 
grand, with bazaars and bookstalls, priests 
and pigeons. On each side of it are situ- 
ated tea houses, where the famous singing 
girls of Tokio make music, song and dance. 
All along the pavement are ranged booths 
with a gorgeous abundance of toys, sweet- 
meats and everything to delight babydom, 


besides strings of beads, gods of lead, 
brass and wood, and prayer-books, sacred 
bells, candles and joss sticks. 


The incense from the latter, as they burn, 
blends with the savory odors of baking 
spongecake or roasting nuts, and the smell 
of cuttlefish frying in sesame oil. After 
coming in contact with this particular 
form of grease one can understand why 
the door of the cave of the Forty Thieves 
opened so easily when Ali Babi said, “Open 
sesame.”

The coffer before her is 
twenty-five feet long, and during a single 
morning receives copper coins to a depth 
of several feet. On each side of the coffer 
are old men selling charms, printed pray- 
ers, beads and ecclesiastical wares of ail 
sorts. Votive tablets hang on the walls 
and on huge round pillans. Many are the 
memorials of gratitude to the benign god- 
dess for hearing their petitions; from sail- 
ors who have eurvived a etorm; from mer- 
chants whose ventures have succeeded; 
from lovers whose course of love has run 
emooth; from mothers whose dear children. 
have been spared through the surpassing 
favor of Knmwan-on Sama. 

Withiz. the penetralium are the altars and 
images of the deities, sages and saints of 
the Buddhist calendar. Candles burn, in- 
cense floats, the priests chant and read, 
Here, for a fee, the faithful may come to 
kneel remote from the crowd. Opposite 
stands a huge bronze censer with a ter- 
rific beast rampant upon it. Around the 
top of it, in high relief, are the twelve 
signs of the Japanese zodiac. These are 
the rat, ox, tiger, rabbit, dragon, serpent, 
horse, goat, monkey, cock, dog and cat. 

In side shrines bronze Buddhas, their 
heads encircled with halos, pensively medi- 
tate on their lotus-flower pedestals. A tu- 
mult of praying people crowd in front of 
the altar, mothers and children, old men 
and boys, aristocrats, merchants, farmers, 
country ‘boors, city swells, soldiers in 
French uniform, with sword-bayonets at 
their sides, a la Paris. They fling their 
coin, bow their heads and pass on. The 
more devout make a tour of the temple. 

The sacred precincts resound with the 
cries of showmen, the cracks of the shoot- 
ing crackers and musketry, the strains of 
the street minstrels, the patter of thou- 
sands upon thousands of wooden clogs, 
Here ig a man among a group of children, 
whom he is amusing by blowing sugar can- 
dy into all sorts of shapes, flowers, trees, 
jinrikshas, noblemen, fair ladies, foreign- 
ers and boats. Another stands in front of 
@® peep show, which is a mass of color. 
There are pictures of foxes with nine tails, 
tyrannical husbands taking vengeance on 
their wives, famous actors, beauties of the 
most exaggerated type, gorgeous interiors 
of palaces, famous natural scenes. Ag the 
showman draws the string and changes 
the pictures he entertains his spectators 
with slow, nasal songs. 

Performing monkeys try to catch the eye, 
and a juggler with a pair of acrobats. His 
lads are dressed in red and green and wear 
dragon masks. They are fed on vinegar to 
make their bones supple and do credit to 
their diet by twisting into every possible 
attitude, flying round together like a re- 
volving wheel, or the one perched on the 
top of the other, who walks on all fours, 
his back downward. 

A tremendous din of fifes and druma at- 
tracts attention to another show. Masked 
figures announce that w thin there is a liv- 
ing head without a body. In one of the 
booths there Is a 12-year prod- 
igy, who produces in a marvelously short 
time remarkably clever sketches of pots 
and flowers, seas studded with junks or 
bordered by distant hilis, trees on river 
banks and the like.

One of these expansion 
joints is placed between each two elbows, 
and the average movement during the 
course of the construction of the pipe line 
in all of these expansion joints was seven- 
eighths of an tnch between the extremes 
of temperature of night and day. The pipe 
being laid on the eide of a hill, part of it at 


an angle of 45 degrees, this movement in 
the pipe line, if these expansion joints had

DISCUSS THEIR ENEMIES, THE FILIPINOS. 
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Letters 


From the Boys 
Danger of Aguinaldo’s Bullets and 
Tropical Diseases. 


Who Are Facing the 


A. A 


HAT is the American _§ soldier's 
W opinion of the Filipinos? The tes- 
timony of L. J. Abbott, Jr., may 
be taken as a good sample. He is a studi- 
ous, observant young man, a graduate of 
the University of Nebraska and now a 
soldier in the Philippine Islands. In a 
letter, written from Manila, Jan. 21, he said 
to his friend, H. E. Newbranch, also a 
Western man: 

“Santa Mesa is a slight elevation about 
a mile and a half from the limits of Manila, 
It parallels the Pasig, which is possibly 
1000 yards south of us, and the San Juan 
de los Montes, whiich is hardly 300 yards 
north. 

‘It is along this north bank of the San 
Juan that the natives are garrisoned. Be- 
tween us are rice fields—even this hill has 
been terraced and is a marvelous piece of 
engineering and irrigation work. The rice 
fields catch the rain, and it is always met, 
except here on the hill. We have cut the 
walls of the various levels, smoothed the 
fields and now have a model camp. 

‘The water mains cross the San Juan 
right at the corner of the camp, and then 
pass under insurgent control. The Filipinos 
hold the entire water supply of Manila that 
is fitto drink. We are the extreme outpost, 
and if we finally have a rupture it is my 
opinion we'll make a dash for the pumping 
station, which is some 12 kilometers further 
into the country. 

‘This question ofa rupture is always with 
us. A week ago we were sure it was com- 
ing—slept under arms and were refused 
passes even for four men—were held right 
in company street part of the time. 

“Now a better feeling is prevalent, and 
everyone seems to think matters will be 
arranged. One thing I am certain of, if we 
undertake to conquer Aguinaldo and his 
followers it will be serious business. First, 
these natives are not savages, nor anything 
like them. While no doubt volatile as all 
Asiatics, they know what they want and 
stick to it. 

“They are industrious, work all the time, 
are moral—not given to drinking, are quick 
to learn, and withal are splendid musicians, 
which shows they have a soul, There are 
plenty of the lower class of natives who 
can now carry on a conversation in En- 
glish who did not know a word of it when 
we came into Manila. Both their Spanish 
and Togalo papers have a large circula- 
tion—this in a country where for centuries 
friars have had complete sway! I do not 
mean to say the native Filipino gets out 
and works with Yankee ‘rustie,’ but you 
never find them idle like a Southern negro, 
sleeping throughout the day. They will 
do anything you want them to, and that 
very well. 
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know for certain he has 40,000 stands of 
arms, modern rifles, Mausers and Reming- 
tons. He also has a few good field pieces, 
How much ammunition he has is a ques- 
tion. But even if his men had only the old 
machete, with the tangled mountain sides 
and all the swampy valleys, it would be a 
difficult task bringing them to terms. 

“The men he has are fairly well drilled. 
Day before yesterday I was on outpost— 
we were pushed right up to an old Spanish 
block house, which the insurgents now 
hold. About 4 p. m., they came out for an 
hour’s drill. I was but little over a block 
away, and, indeed, was surprised at the 
neatness of their uniforms, and the pre- 
cision of their drill. 

‘To be sure, Aguinaldo’s organization Is 
rather loose. I doubt if any garrison ever 
has the same men two days running. If 
this is. weakness it is also strength, for 
in time of need if he loses men he will have 
others equally good. The surprising thing 
to me is how he can hold them atall. Some 
weeks ago I was in their lines several! times, 
and I’ve talked with native soldiers time 
and again. They get no pay, have no shoes, 
and furnish their own rice—often their own 
clothes. Still, this is not much of a hard- 
ship. Rice enough to live on is easily ob- 
tained, since the large Spanish land-owners 
have been compelled to ‘vamous.’ Natives 
generally go barefooted, though they don't 
like to. Since the rebellion, they are free 
from paying the Spanish tribute or head 
tax, and this is so much money in their 
pockets. They seem to be able to farm a 
rice patch, or sell milk in Manila, or drive 
quills and be soldiers also. 

‘*as to clothes, I think the insurgent gov- 
ernment is now furnishing them. The men 
are all dressed in the same kind of clothes 
the Spanish prisoners wear. The guns they 
come by in various ways. Dewey let them 
get a lot of Mausers in Cavite. Some 
Yankee ‘gentlemen,’ so I've read, have sold 
them Remingtons at various times. The 
only shells I've seen them with are old 
brass loaded ones they took from the 
Spanish. 

“Just what Agulinaldo wants is hard to 
make out. The only way these islands can 
ever be of any benefit to us is for us to come 
to an agreement with him. This, I think, 
will be done. But the killing of insurgents 
is getting all too frequent. Almost every 
paper has an accoumt of one or two shot. 
Lots of our fool sidiers think it smart to 
kick and cuss them around, and I can hard- 
ly blame them for knifing the fellows who 
did it.

H neer and electrician, has invented a 

© versatile device for the utilization of 
electricity in the service of man, 

He proposes with it to purify the water 
supply of the City of 8t. Louis, to convert 
miasmatic sWamps and stagnant ponds into 
pools of crystal clearness, to drive malaria 
and other spawn of equal impurities out 
of the land and exterminate the breed of 
mosquitoes, 

His device will do other things, but these 
are the most important. 

By causing a current of electricity to 
pass through water he clears it of ali for- 
eign matter and all germs and leaves it as 
pure as the crystal drop in the heart of the 
snowflake. He maintains that he can do 
this with the quantity of water used by 
the people of St. Louls. He is willing to 
give to the city the use of his device free 
of charge. 

He estimates that e plant large enough 
to purify the water supply of 6t. Louls can 
be built for $250,000. He deciares that the 
plant can be built and put into successful 
operation within six months. The main- 
tenance cost would be small. , 

“The method is as simple as the results 
are marvelous,” he says. “It is nature's 
method, As the air is purified by the light- 
ming’s flash the waters will be purified by 
the currents of electricity. 

“The purification is accomplished by «a 
system of pairs of corresponding electrodes, 
The positive electrode is fixed at the bot-

“I speak of the introduction of electricity 
into the water, but the purification is not 
accomplished directly by the electricity. It 
is accomplished by the introduction of an 
abundance of oxygen, which is the only 
true purifier. 

“The escaping hydrogen gases carry a)! 
foreign matter and impurities to the sur- 
face, where it forms a scum. In this the 
system differs from all others. The elec- 
tricity destroys the solution of impurities 
in the water by which the particles are held 
in suspension. Released from this suspen- 
sion the powerful hydrogen gases carry 
them to the surface. They remain there 


in the upper right hand corner. 


until such time as the gases expend them- 
selves in the atmosphere. They are never 
again soluble in the water, out of which 
they came. 

“They may sink below the surface, but 
remain insoluble. A separator is provided 
at the bottom of each compartment, con- 
sisting of a sieve-like arrangement which 
allows the purified water to pass through 
into a receptacle provided for that purpose. 
The separator holds the fine coagulated 
particles from the water as sand and gravel 
would be held by passing through a sieve. 

“The most economical plan for the in- 
stallation of a large plant would be large 
tanks divided into compartments like the 
cells of a honeycomb. 

“The advantage of dividing the tanks 
into compartments is in the fact that by 
this means the resistance of the water to 


the current is greatly lessened. The larger 
the volume of water the greater the re- 
sistance. A powerful voltage would be re- 
quired to force the electricity through a 
tank with no compartments. The current 
cost would be greatly increased and the 
purification of a given quantity of water 
would occupy much more time. 

“By the use of the floating electrode the 
purification of the water begins as soon as 
it is turned into the tank, and by the time 
the tank Is filled the process is more than 
half completed. 

‘The element that gives life to the water 
is forced in in a superabundance, instead 
of being expelled, as by distillation, which 
leaves the water without that live taste 
which is generally desired. Water purified 
by electricity has a very sparkling and ef- 
fervescent taste, where, on the other hand, 
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System for the purification of swamps. Towers topped with lightning rods are connected by wire to floats 
anchored in the ooze. During storms the rods attract electricity, which is carried to the water, which it purifies, a4 


bolled or distilled water has a flat or in- 
sipid taste. 

‘Three hours is required for the purifica- 
tion of a tank full of water. The same 
tanks can be filled eight times in 24 hours 
and purified. A plant only one-eighth of 
the capacity of the water supply of the 
city is, therefore, all that is needed, The 
present distribution of the St. Louls Water- 
works is 60,000,000 gallons a day. Two sys- 
tems of purifying tanks, each of 7,500,000 
gallons capacity, one for reserve, would be 
ample and could be installed at the cost 
above mentioned. 

The system can be employed in purifying 
swamps and inland stagnant bodies of 
water. A tower 200 feet in height can be 
built with a metal rod resembling a light- 
ning rod which would gather millions of 
volts of electricity during times of elec- 
trical disturbance without any cvost out- 
side of installation. The currents could be 
carried to electrodes placed on the surface 
and bottom of stagnant lakes, ponds or 
swamps, thereby purifying the water and 
destroying all malarial and other fevers 
arising from such water, and in turn the 
water purifies the air, as it is a known 
fact that impurities will always str‘Ke into 


pure water. 

‘“‘Mosquitoes and other tnissati known to 
have their origin in impure water would be 
things of the past. 

‘The electricity would follow the metal 
until the water was reached and then 
overcome the resistance of the water, and 
following the easiest way, pass through the 
corresponding lectrodes to the ground. 

‘‘The electrodes are made eimilar to the 
electrodes in the tank system, being in 
pairs and connected by separate wires 
tapped at the bage of the lightning rod or 
accumulator, making the distribution equal 
in all parts of the body of water. 

This system is very valuable for power 
plants using water containing any degree 
of lime, as the lime causes a boiler to scale 
and when a boiler has an incrustation on 
the inside of the shell and around the out- 
side of the flues there is a loss of 33 per 
cent of fuel, owing to the scale taking up 
that portion of the heat energy of which 
to generate steam. Scale or incrustation 
also shortens the existence of a boiler by 
allowing the iron to become brittle or 
crystallized by being deprived of contact 
with the water which absorbs the heat 
from the iron.”’

An Experiment in Farming Which 
Shows the Business Advantage 
of Some Methods. 


BE KNOW what the railroads did 

last year; we know what the man- 

ufacturers did; we know what the 

merchants did.

For the wheat farm 1898 was an average 
year, the yield being 18 bushels per acre 
and the price an average price. It has 
produced for its owner 17 successive crops, 
one of which alone netted him $72,000. 

The two expense accounts show curious 
differences. In lowa men are hired for the 
entire crop season of eight months at $18 
and board per month. In Dakota they are 
hired for the actual seeding in the spring 
and the harvesting in the fall at from $1.60 
to $3 per day. In the end the labor, or 
money wage account, is about the same 
thing, as will be seen; but the house sup- 
ply account is much heavier on the corn 
farm. 

On the corn farm the item of repairs wae 
nominal, the plant under present owner- 
ship being new, while the items of ‘re. 
pairs’ and “machines” on the wheat farm 
represent the average annual expenditure 
for replacing and keeping up the ma- 
chinery. Twine is naturally the larger 
item on the wheat farm. The lowa farm 
supplies its own fuel. On the Dakota farm 
coal is required. 

Here, too, note that the corn farm is 
planted with 600 busKels of corn, costing 
$180, while to bed the wheat farm requires 
8000 bushels of wheat, worth in 1898 $8000. 
Again, in Dakota 250 acres of oats barely 
feeds the 100 head of mules, while in lowa 
250 acres of corn feeds the same number 
easily. These differences, together with 
the seed difference and the twine differ- 
ence, sometimes handicap the profit ac-

ing, and accessibility to reasonable trans- 
portation, Six thousand acres, being about 
three miles square, makes the largest farm 
which can be operated to advantage from 
a single central station; a larger mileage 
simply means two or more farms. 

About April 1 men and mules move on 
the flelds in battalions. Four-horse seed- 
ers, four-horse harrows and eix-horse gang 
plows maneuver for six weeks like an 
army, sowing small grain, plowing and 
planting corn. The minute the small grain 
is sown 31 corn planters are put behind the 
plows, and in this work lies the success 
or failure of the crop. Note, for instance, 
the paing taken in selecting the corn. 

A perfect stand of corn is the first requis- 
ite of a large yield. From a choice piece of 
land planted with selected seed about 2000 
bushels of the finest ears are taken, From 
these an expert selects 600 bushels. These 
ears are placed on racks in a building ar- 
ranged especially for a seed house. What- 
ever the thermometer registers in Iowa, the 
temperature in that seed house never falls 
below freezing. All this insures the highest 
possible germinating power in the seed, 
and that alone might, in case of a cold, 
wet spring, save the entire profit of the 
season by producing a good stand. 

The planting must of necessity be done by 
machinery, and to secure the maximum 
yield three seed kernels must be dropped 
in each hill. If five drop in, that hill bs lost 
to the profit account; if only it is par- 
tially lost. 

But perfect as American farming ma- 
chinery is, it dves not leave the factory 
enough to Insure against irregular planting. 
Patiently and by a series of exhaustive 
tests the planter plates are eo adjusted to 
the size of the seed kernels for each year 
that they will deposit an average of & 
kernels to every 20 hills, and not more than 
four nor less than two in any one. So great 
are the precautions that before the seed is 
shelled the tips and butts of the seed ears 
are cut off to eecure kernels of an even 
size. 

Even after this delicate adjustment of the 
best machinery in the world foremen fol- 
low the 31 planters and at intervals open 
hills to count the seed deposits and make 
sure that each machine is doing its work. 
In addition, a purse of $100 is split into 
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any wonder that the crop on this farm 
averaged 60 bushels per acre, against the 
average of 32 bushels as given Iowa by the 
Government report for 1898? 

When the 3800 acres of corn are up and 
ready 76 two-horse cultivators are put into 
it. The point tn the first cultivation one 
way and in the second the other way is to 
get as close as possible to the corn; but 
after the pains taken to place it there no 
plant must be left uncovered by a clod of 
earth. The field hand must uncover it, 
and a foreman on horseback behind each 
2% men is held responsible for his crew's 
work. In the third and final cultivation the 
earth is thrown up against the plant, the 
small weeds in the hill being smothered 
and the large ones pulled by hand. It will 
be of interest to merchants and to the- 
ological professors to learn that it is not 
the weed in the row, but the one in the 
hill which mars the beauty of the balance 
sheet. 

The corn being now three feet high, the 
interlacing roots and the overhanging 
stalks prevent further cultivation. Into 
this field, approximating one mile in width 
and six miles in length, are sent in October 
7% wagons and men for the husking. This 
takes 60 days, and a row of cribs 10 feet 
wide and 16 feet high, half a mile long, are 
required to hold the crop. 

In harvesting the small grain 
threshed directly from the shock, saving 
the cost of stacking and rehandling. Ele- 
vators provide against heating. A further 
saving of 5 to 8 per cent over the opera- 
tions of the small farmer is effected in 
shipping to terminal points Instead of sell- 
ing to local grain buyers. Future options 
may also be sold against a growing crop 
on market bulges at a season when the 
smal! farmer could not ordinarily deliver 
his crop. 

The eoll is kept to a high state of fer- 
tility be a rotation of crops so arranged 
that each piece of land bears three crops 
next one of wheat in which clover 
next one of clover plowed under; 
again the three crops of corn, 

The clover is simply a fertilizer, a por- 
tion only of the first crop being cut for 
hay and the remainder plowed under to 
maintain the vitality of the soll. The large 
roots act as a subsoller and the decom- 
posing vegetable matter 
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work may be obtained, no “chores’’ are 
required of the men other than the clean- 
ing of their teams. These are fed, bedded 
and the barns cleaned by barn men. The 
results on this farm are therefore secured 
by painstaking care and thorough methods. 

The question is often asked, “What does 
it cost to produce a bushel of corn?’ On 
this farm, the size of 3% ordinary farms, 
with a &-bushe! crop the cost was 9 cents 
per bushel to the crib. For shelling, ship- 
ping and commissions add another cent, 
making 10 cents in all. It is evident, how- 
ever, that had this farm been divided into 
3% farms, with % cooks and &% families, 36 
door yards and waste lands, the expense of 
raising a bushel of corn would have been 
nearer 16 to 18 cents. 

In any event, the cost varies from year to 
year with the yield. The only fixed esti- 
mate which the farmer can give is the cost 
per acre for producing the crop. This re- 
mains always practically the same, and Is, 
roughly speaking, $4.50 for small grain and 
$5 for corn. 

Th 1898 acreage of the corn farm was 
approximately as shown in the following 
brief table:

FOR POTATOES. 


Enormous Increase Since Jan. 1 in the Price of Vege- 
tables Consumed in St. Louis, Which Came 
From All Parts of the Earth. 


EN carloads of potatoes are consumed 
in St. Louis daily. This is equiv- 
alent to 5000 bushels, and as potatoes 

are retailing at $1 a bushel it indicates an 
Outlay of $5000 daily for the tubers. It 
Also shows that the good people of 8t. 
Louls are taxed $2500 a day more for po- 
tatoes than on Jan. 1 last, as the price has 
advanced 100 per cent since the first of 
the year. 

That is only one item in the long Ist 
of vegetables and garden truck that have 
been advanced from © to 30 per cent since 
that date, at an additional cost of fully 
$1000 ai day to the consumers in St. Louls. 


It comes high to We a vegetarian now- 
adays. and the end is not yet, as it will 
be many weeks before the usual supplies 
will be on the market, 

The severe cold weather during February 
is responsible for the higher prices. Kill- 
ing frosts, extending as far South as Flor- 
ida, laid low all early vegetation in that 
rection, and from everywhere come the 
kame reports that everything had to be 
replanted and that the season will be de- 
layed from four to six weeks. In the North 
the 40~legrees below zero weather was still 
more‘ disastrous. Potatoes, carrots, beets 
and other vegetables are kept in cellars or 
buried in pits for the winter, and it has 
been learned that from 25 to 75 per cent 
were frozen and had become worthless, 

It has been 15 years since the farmers 
have met with such a general and heavy 
loss by cold weather, and the damage can 
be estimated by the millions of dollars. 
There seldom is a winter but what some 
section is injured by frost, but never before 
was the cold so widespread in its scope 
and the damage so general as during the 
present winter. In fact, the Pacific Coast 
was the only section that escaped Jack 
TFroet. . 

The receipts of new crop vegetables from 
the South have ceased entirely at a season 
when the shipmente usually are heavy. 
Not much in the line of early garden truck 
is logked for from there for a month or 
longer. In the meantime the drain on the 
unfrazen supplies held from last season in 
the North will be increased and it is 
thought that there is not enough left to 
meet the requirements of the trade. The 
produce dealers are of the opinion that 
there is going to be a famine and predict 
that potatoes will go to $1.50 a bushel by 
epring. 

The potato easily takes the first place in 
the list of staples. They are rated next 
to the cereals in value as an articles of 
human subsistence. None of the other vege- 
tables are used so extensively and many 


are used eo little that they can almost be 
classed as luxuries. 

Potatoes are served at almost every meal, 
just like bread, and are relished as much 
by the rich as by the poor. Housewives 
cook them in 60 many different ways that 
they have become one of the most service- 
able of all food products. 


At this season of the year all the potatoes 
consumed in St. Louis come from the North 
—Minnesota, Michigan and Wisconsin. 
Some very fine stock is brought here from 
Colorado, Utah and the Pacific Coast, but 
the excessive freight charges enhance the 
price so they cannot be sold in competi- 
tion with the Northern and are therefore 
used by only the best trade, that can af- 
ford to pay a fancy price for a fancy arti- 
cle. The Western potatoes are much larger 
than those raised in any other part of the 
world, so it is claimed, and are solid, clean 
— bright, as they are raised in sandy 
soll. 


The first new potatoes of the season come 
from Bermuda, by way of New York or 
New Orleans, and occasionally some come 
from Mexico, Porto Rico and Cuba. As the 
means of rapid transportation are improved 
the truck farmers in these countries will 
not be slow in developing this industry and 
put to practical use the natural advantages 
they possess. Such a lucrative field is of- 
fered them in this country for their pro- 
duce at certain times of the year that they 
will turn to raising stock ta meet the re- 
quirements of our trade. A proper study of 
our markets, with reasonable diligence in 
urging improved methods of marketing, will 
make these crops a most important source 
of revenue to these countries. 

Potatoes are shtpped here from Florida 
early in the season, when they are still 
well up in price. The first large sh‘p- 
ments of the new crop come from Louis- 
lana and Texas, then from Tennessee and 
Arkansas, and about June 15 the home crop 
becomes available. 

When the near-by crop begins to move 
freely St. Louis lays claim to yeing the 
largest potato market of the world. The 
American bottoms and bluffs farther back 
from the river on the Illinois side have the 
most fertile soil for potato raising in the 
United States and the crops are always 
good. 

Last season 6123 cars, or 2,561,500 bushels, 
were handled cn the East Side by the St. 
Louis dealers from shipping points in the 
American Bottoms. A fair estimate of 
the value of the potatoes raised within a 
radius of twenty-five miles of St. Louls is 
$1,000,000.

expenditures are derived from local 
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in 1897 were 151,000,000 pounds and their ex- 
penditures 149,000,000 pounds. While the 
public debt in the more important and ac- 
tive of these communities aggregates a 
large sum, it is represented by canals, rail- 
ways, public highways, harbors, irrigation 
and other public improvements intended to 
stimulate commerce and production, the 
railroads in operation in the British colo- 
nies alone aggregating 65,000 miles, while

The benefit to the trade and commerce 
of Great Britain from all this colonial ex- 
penditure is great. Statistics show that 
in 1896 the net increase of sales due to colo- 
nial trade was $300,000,000. In addition to 
this must be considered the improvement in 
the business life and social conditions of 
the people. Great Britain has established 
savings banks in conection with the Post- 
offices of the colonies, and the deposits in 
these public institutions already exceed 
$300,000,000, and represent the savings of the 
common people made in small amounts. 

This brings us to a consideration of the 
commercial side of the recent develop- 
ments In the relations of the United States 
with Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and the 
Philippines, and the prospects for a large 
increase of our trade, not only with thos® 
colonies, but with the countries adjacent, 
in which our products are sure to find a 
market if energy and enterprise are prop- 
erly applied under Government encourage- 
ment and protection.

HE finest gun camera ever built is be- 


EVEN THIS RATE MAY BE EXCEEDED, 
tk ing constructed for the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington. The 


specifications for this splend'd instrument 
require that it shall be capable of making 
a successful exposure in one six-hundredth 
of.a second, and it is hoped that this speed 
will be so greatly increased that a good 
negative may be secured by an exposure 
of onty a thousandth of a second. 

This marvelous rapidity in photographing 
has never been approached save by one 
camera, which is said to have secured a 
negative by an exposure of one five-hun- 
dreith of a second; but the history of this 
instrument ts a matter of tradition rather 
than of actual record. Its origin and own- 
ership seem to be unknown in the crcles 
of scientific photography. Beyond all ques- 
tion, the gun camera for the Smithsonian 
Institution is by far the best telephoto- 
graphic instrument ever attempted, and 
surpasses all others of its kind. 

A better apprec‘ation of the marvelous 
alertness of this mechanical eye is to be 
gained from the statement that it is capable 
of catching the image of an arrow speeding 
threugh midair while the bowstring Is st.ll 
quivering frcm the recoil of its propulsive 
action. The snap of its trigger, when its 
e'ghts are well aimed for an instant on the 
body of the fleetest game bird In full flight, 
will imprison on the negative a faithful pic- 
ture of the swift-winged fugitive ‘n action 
so spirited that the naked eye is unable to 
discern the wing movements. But the prin- 
cipal purpose this. camera is des.gned to 
serve that of photographing the aero- 
dromes with which Prof. 8 P. Langley, 
secretary of the Smithsonian Institution, 
is conducting elaborate sc_entific experi- 
ments in an attempt at the solution of 
the problem of aerial navigation. 

How important a part this camera will 
play in the scientific record of these exper'- 
ments is suggested by the fact that the in- 
strument Is fitted with delicate measuring 
apparatus by which the precise angle ai 
which the camera is tilted at the moment 
of the exposure is known to the operator 
and is also photographed on the plate. 
This device will enable a scientist to deter-

The present .project was conceiyed by 
Rear Admiral George W. Melville, e 
in-chief of the United States Navy 
was an officer of the Jeanette expedition. 
After Melville was deputed to search for 
the lost bodies on the shores of northern 
Siberia. 

The severe experiences of Melville during 
these perilous expeditions were not with- 
out results that promise to contribute im- 
portant knowledge to the problem that has

thus far baffled the researches of geograph- 
ical ecience and cost many lives during the 
paist 300 years. For Melville believes that 
through observations made then of the 
trend of ocean currents the pole will be 
ultimately reached. 

In a paper read before the American Phil- 
osophical soctety late in 1897 Rear Admiral 
Melville outiined his plan of search. He 
proposed the construction of small, strong 
casks, designed to meet the requirements 
of a long drift between arctic floes,| pos- 
sibly of three or four years’ duration, He 
suggested that these casks be built of heavy 
oak staves, with conical ends, and encir- 
cled with steel bars, in order to resist the 
utmost pressure of ice. | 

The Geographical Soclety of Philadelphia 
undertook to carry out Rear Admiral Mel- 
ville’s novel proposal. For more than a 
year the society has. been engaged upon 


the execution of the plan. Fifty casks 
have been constructed in San Francisco. 
Specially prepared messages, to. be placed 
inside the casks, are now en route across 
the continent.

PREMATURE OLD AGE. 


Care of the Health Will Make Old 
Men Young. 


By Dr. C. R. Huggins of Belleville. 

Y Simon exist old men and old young 

men exist, but it is a deplorable fact 

that there are too few of the former 
and too many of the latter. This is quite 
natural when you remember that, although 
mankind dreade old age, with its weakness 
and decrepitude, very few take the neces- 
sary precaution to ward off the ravages of 
time. 

On the contrary, all efforts tend toward 
arriving at maturity in the shortest possi- 
ble time. Little girls dressed like fashion 
plates attend parties and try to imitate 
their elders. Young women that have be- 
come anaemic, thin and dissipated by a 
continual round of social pleasure, give 
little promise as future wives and mothers. 
ladies still in their prime, in spite of all 
ease and luxury of modern living, cooks, 
nurses and housemaids, have all become 
old and wrinkled before their time. 

The male sex makes no better showing 
than the female, except the earlier years 
are usually passed more sensibly. But 
hardly has the schoolboy become a youth, 
arrived at the time of life when he should 
reach a perfect development, by means of 
& proper diet, both physical and mental, 
before he regards himself already devel- 
oped, and plays the part in every sense. 

The body, disturbed in its course of de- 
velopment, when he reaches years of ma- 
turity, instead of being strong, lacks vigor 
and beging to decay prematurely, and the 
old young man is finished. In whatever di- 
rection we look nowadays, whether it be 
in society, in turning exercises, in the 
bowling alley, at swimming ‘schools or 
among those enlisting in the army, wha‘ 
miserable prototypes of what a man ought 
to be we see—men without vigor and 
strength, undersized stature, physical 
and mental. 

The principal reason of this premature 
aging and early death of the present people 
is the misdirected education, physical and 
mental, which usually begins at our birth. 
Why is this the case? Because young girls 
are not properly educated to their noble 
calling wife and mother. They are 
taught a mess of frivolous, useless stuff, 
but nothing useful and profitable for the 
years of married life. Also educators and 
teachers, although endeavoring to develop 
sound and logical minds, often neglect the 
laws of nature that work in us and around 
us, and in this way neglect those things 
above all others, through means of which 
the pupil can live a long and healthful life. 
These laws cannot be enumerated and 
learned, but we must understand them 
thoroughly by first having an insight into 
the nature and construction of the human 
body. While we may give a few general 
rules for the preservation of health and at-

It Is Not Incurable the Asiatics 
Have Discovered. 


HERE is perhaps no disease of which 
it there is such general dread and ab- 
horrence, and about which so little is 
known by people generally as leprosy. Al- 
though prevalent in the East at the time of 
Christ, and probably a disease that affected 
mankind before history was written, and 
which has certainly been endemic in many 
parts of the old and the new world for cen- 
turies, popular misconception of its contrib- 
uting causes, smptoms and treatment is 
universal among laymen, And even among 
physicians but little appears to have been 
known of the malady until recent years, 
while there is still much to be learned 
concerning the treatment. Until the Ber- 
lin Leprosy convention was held in the fall 
of 1897 there was even a diversity of opinion 
among physicians as to whether leprosy 
was a contagious disease, or whether her- 
edity had an influence upon its propagation. 
This body of leprosy experts, the most 
learned men in this branch of the medical 
profession in the world, decided almost 
unanimously that the disease was con- 
tagious but not hereditary. 

In Japan there are are two well-known 
remedies for the disease. One, and the best- 
known, is the kitasato serum. and the oth- 
er is a secret treatment, local in character, 
which is largely dependent upon the result 
of the application of moxas, followed by a 
paste, which is the secret preparation. 
Moxa is used as 4 cautery, and consists of 
what is generally known in this counry as 
“punk,” made so as to stick to the skin. 
After being ignited they are applied and 
burn to a coal very rapidly. The paste is 
then used. Kitasato serum, like the serum 
Carrasquila of South America, is made 
from juices from the tumors of leprosy pre- 
pared in the laboratory. Similar serums 
have been made and used in various parts 
of the world. The possibilities of the use 
of snake venom was first suggested in an 
accidental way. In 1892 a case was report- 
ed of a leper being bitten by a venomous 
serpent in whom there was a marked im- 
provement during recovery from the ef- 
fects of the bite, Experiments followed 
by different experts with the result that 
Dr. Dyar of New Orleans finally employed 
antivenene successfully. 

Of other treatments a large variety have 
been and are being used in various parts 
of the worid. In India the treatment is for 
the most part carried on with native oils, 
notably chaulmoogra and gurgun oil. In 
the Sandwich Islands the more recent 
treatment has been with salicylate of soda, 
and salicyelic evid compounds, In 
chulmoogra oj] has long been a 
favorite remedy. The few cases of ieprosy 
which have been reported from England 
were treated with arsenic and the mercurial 
compounds. Prof. Unna of Hamburg uses 
pyrogallic acid, both internally 
and externally. From the island of Madeira 
favorable reports have come from the use 
of europhen. In South America tne reme- 
dy most used. and which is highly spoken 
of by experts is hoang-nang, a similar drug 
to strychnine,

Scientists Claim to Have Proved 
It Does Not Exist. 


S THERE a sense of taste? Is it the in- 
| abil‘ty to smell, when afflicted with a 

severe cold in the head, which makes 
it impossible, at times, for a person to taste 
food? 

According to Prof. G. T. W. Patrick of 
the University of Iowa, human beings have 
no sense of taste. He has: experimented 
extensively and has just communicated 
some of the results of h's work to the 
American Psychological Society. 

One of the subjects he examined was 
devoid of the sense of smell. The others 
were normal. 

There are only four simple taste sensa- 
tions, namely, sweet, biiter, sour and salt. 
It is said by some that there are only two, 
sweet and bitter. All other sensations 
which are commonly calle tastes are c - 
plex results of sensat‘ons of smell, touth, 
temperature and sight. 

The means by which we distinguish al- 
most all of our common foods and d¥fnks 
is not the sense of taste so much as it) {s 
the sense of smell, touch, temperature and 
sight. 

A partial proof of these facts may be 
given by merely blindfolding the eyes and 
closing the nose and taking various kinds 
of foods and drinks into the mouth without 
swallow!ng them. 

It will then be found that it is quite im- 
possible to distinguish many of the com- 
monest foods and drinks. If the further 
precauticn be taken to eliminate as much 
as possible the senses of touch and tem- 
perature upon the tongue by presenting 
the mater:al in liquid form or chopped into 
small bits, the results are still more strik- 
ing. 

It is always difficult to elHminate the 
sense of smell in normal subjects. Prof. 
Patrick was able, by experimenting with 
a stihject possessing no sense of smell 
whatever, and comparing the results with 
those obtained from normal subjects, to 
get more accurate results as to the more 
important part played by smell in distin- 
guishing foods and drinks. 

It is, of course, generally known that 
what is popularly mistaken for the taste 
of coffee, tea and wine is only their aroma 
or odor. By these exper’ments, however, 
it was shown that coffee and tea have a 
distinct taste, which is simply bitter, and 
cannot be distinguished from a weak solu- 
tion of quinine. 

A weak infusion of coffee or tea cannot 
be distinguished from water. Even with 
normal subjects, with the eyes and nose 
closed, 20 experiments with coffee gave the 
following results: It was called ‘“‘coffee’’ 
once, “bitter’’ 11 times, ‘“‘quinine’’ four 
times, ‘‘tea’’ three times, and ‘‘milk” once. 

In the experiments with, other foods and 
drinks, the method used was as follow 
The anosmic subject, together with two 
normal subject, were seated around a td- 
ble and securely biindfolded. 

The substance to be tasted was hande 
to them in a silver spoon, about half 
teaspoonful being the amount usuall 
taken. The subjects rif'sed the mouth wit 
distilled water after each test, and care wa 
taken to avold fatigue. 

In the recognition of foods and drink, a 
well as in their enjovYment, the sense of 
sight plays a mucn more prominent aoe 
than is usually sunposed. With normall 
subjects blindfolded it was found impossi- 
ble to distinguish many of our common 
foods and drinks.

A GOOD EMETIC. 
By Dr. A. G. Enderle. 


N cases of pneumonia it is often 
necessary to administer emetic, 


take its course and 
no effort is made to suppress it, the most 
serious consequences may follow. In such 
cases amputation of the afflicted toe may 
become necessary, and medical records 
show that lockjaw has followed the rav- 
ages of the ingrowing nail. 

Tight shoes which bind the toes together 
and twist and distort them into uncom- 
fortable positions are largely responsible 
for the ingrowing nail, Dut sometimes it 
comes without any apparent cause. 

The remedy for the disease is very sim- 
ple and may be applied by the patient 
without the aselistance of a physician. Take 
a sharp knife and sever from the main- 
body that part of the nall which Is force- 
ing itself into the toe. Then, 
quick jerk, tear it from the toe.

That changed her plans 
materially, and instead she and her mother 
and Col, McGinnis, by whom she was ac- 
companied, directed their course to Yoko- 
hama, Japan.

Whitworth will be— 
or have been—married. Nobody in St. Louis 
yet knows whether the ceremony has been 
performed. The last word received from 
them.was a letter from Mrs. Smith to her 
husband, Col. H. C. Smith, resident Quar- 
termaster of the United States Army, at 
St. Louis: 


ON BOARD RIO JANEIRO, 
Feb. 25, 1899. 

T IS two weeks ago since we left Hono- 

lulu, and we are sti!!l at sea, but hope 

to get to Yokohama late this evening, 
I mailed you a letter telling about our trip 
to Honolulu, and I will now endeavor to 
tell you of our sojourn in that beautiful 
spot. 

It is one of the most beautiful places I 
have ever seen. We arrived there at 4 
o’clock the day of the 9th. We went to 
the hotel to mail our letters and saw many 
army people who had arrived that morn- 
ing on the Ohio and the Senator, among 
them being Walter Gordon, who is Qua» 
termaster on the Senator.
